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SCOTT ATTACKS 


WOOD IN SENATE 


Senator Says General Should | 


Have Faced the Charges. 


A Brave Man Would Have Resigned 
to Do So, He Declares—Believes 
Some Accusations Proved. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Senator Scott 


of West Virginia, a member of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, in submitting 
in the executive session of the Senate to- 
day a review of the evidence introduced be- 
fore the committee in the hearing on the 
nomination of Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood to 
be Major General, made a personal attack 
on Gen. Wood and his fitness for the posi- 
tion to which he had been promoted. Sen- 
ator Scott thus concludes his report: 

‘“ Now for my part I want to say that it 
is due to Gen. Wood, it is due to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, that he should 


not only explain but disprove many of the 
statements made in the evidence now here 
for consideration before confirmation 
should be thought of. 

“The fact that he is willing to let this 
investigation go on without personally 
meeting it like a man is in itself strong evi- 
dence to my mind that he is not made up 
of material that goes to make up soldiers 
such as we need for our Major Generals 
and Chief of Staff. 

“The talk ebout the difficulty of his 
coming here is silly. It it simply evading 
the question. The truth is, a brave and 
courageous man would rather resign a 
dozen commissions as Brigadier General 
than allow his character to be besmirched, 
his conduct assailed, his motives impugned, 
and his integrity and veracity sought to be 
impeached, if by giving up the same he 
could come in person and disprove the ac- 
cusations made against him. And_it is not 
necessary for him to resign in order to 


come. 

“Nothing said or proved against Gen. 
Wood, indeed! . Six positive and direct 
specifications, involving the integrity and 
honesty of his administration as Civil Gov- 


ernor, some of them egainst his character 
as a man and as an officer, are made 
against him. Much evidence is introduced 
to sustain each of them; many witnesses, 
men of the highest cheracter, great promi- 
nence, and high order of Antelligence, have 
been examined, and at least, as to some of 
‘the charges, it cannot be said that they 


fave not been sustained.”

Commenting on a statement in the brief 
of Senator Foraker, calling attention to the 
fact that it was President McKinley who 
jumped Gen. Wood over hundreds of offi- 
cers in the army, Senator Scott said: 

“ We are told that Augustus boasted that 
he found Rome of brick and left it of mar- 
ble, and so, perchance, may Gen. Wood 
lay claim to the boast that he found Cuba 
a den of filth and disease and left it with 
@ sewerage system. This, however, goes 
to his credit as a physician and as a sani- 
tary officer, and does not, in any sense, 
show his fitness to command a body of 
troops. The evidence in this case quite 
clearly establishes the fact that he was 
appointed because of his supposed capacity 
as a Civil Governor, and there is much to 
throw doubt upon the question of whether 
even his appointment as a Brigadier Gen- 
eral was not regretted by the President, 
and no one will believe that Mr. McKinley 
would ever have thought of promoting him 


to a Major Generalship, certainly not in the 
light of the present development.”’ 

he testimony of Gen. James H. Wilson 
concerning the advancement of Gen. Wood 
was quoted at length, including that portion 
which asserts that Gen. Wood was not in 
the battle of San Juan. In reference to this 
Senator Scott said: 

“This statement of Gen. Wilson shows 
clearly the natural resentment that will ex- 
ist if this great wrong is perpetrated upon 
the army of the United States by the con- 
firmation of Gen. Wood, and its injurious 
effect must necessarily be very great, af- 
fecting as it does the ambitions of scores 
of young mén, which must be nipped in the 
bud because of the youth of Gen. Wood 
and the long time that he may remain at 
the head of the army.” 

Referring to the conduct of Gen. Wood 
toward his superior officer, Gen. Brooke, 
Senator Scott said that no impartial person 
can review the evidence in this matter 
without reaching the conclusion that the 
charge of disloyalty is fully established. He 
said the circumstances so strongly support 
the charge and exclude the theory of in- 
nocence of Gen. Wood that, if he were be- 
ing tried by a jury of his countrymen for a 
crime upon like evidence and under like 
circumstances, his conviction would result 
beyond question. 

In reference to the support given by Gen. 
‘Wood to asses. games, played L the 
Jai Alai Company’s “’Fronton,’”’ Senator 
Scott said it was shown by the testimony 
that Gen. Wood was a habitual attendant 
of the game, especially spending his’ Sun- 
days there, on which days the betting 
reached as high as $50,000. 

Senator Scott commented on the evidence 
introduced tending to reflecting directly 
upon Gen. Wood's character as a man by 
impeaching his integrity and veracity, and 
then, after summing up other charges, said: 

“At the conclusion of the evidence of 
Gen. Wilson, the junior Senator from Ohio, 
Mr. Hanna, asked that Gen. Wood be 
brought before the committee of this body 
havi this investigation in charge, to the 
end that he might answer the allegations 
and accusations made against him and re- 
lieve himself from the unjust (as his friends 
claim to be the case) imputations and crit- 
icisms made against his character. 

“And quite a omotny ensued, it being 
claimed by some of his champions that 
there was no reason for him to be heard; 
that nothing had been proved against him; 
that there was nothing for him to answer; 
in -a word, that he was self-vindicated. 

“This, I submit, was to me, and must be 
to every one, perfectly monstrous. When 
did it come about that this individual, a 
doctor in civil and a bloodless soldier in 
battle, if he ever saw a battle, has reached 
the exalted position that he is unlike other 
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eople and is not to be accountable to any 
i ag not even to the Senate of the United 
States, and will not even honor it with his 


presence?”’

TRAIN PLUNGED !NTO RIVER. 


Fifteen Persons Hurt by Passenger 
Wreck on the Erie—Broken 
Rail the Cause.

HANCOCK, N. Y., Jan. 11.—The second 
section of the Chicago and New York lim- 
ited express, on the Erie Railroad, was 
plunged into the Delaware River just west 
of this place at 2:50 this afternoon. The 
train was four and a half hours behind 
schedule ,time, and was going at a high 
rate of speed, when it struck a sharp curve 
and a broken rail, which threw the whole 
train, except the engine and the combina- 
tion coach, down a fifteen-foot embank- 
ment and into the icy waters of the Dela- 
ware. 

Only forty passengers were on the train. 
None was killed outright, although fifteen 
persons were injured, four of whom. are 
porters or dining car cooks. The train was 
in charge of Conductor Robert H. Barnes 
of Binghamton and Engineer George Werth 
of Susquehanna, who both escaped injury. 

Among the passengers badly injured are 
G. D. Barber of Port Jervis, and Mrs. Paul 
Stevens, 203 Hast Thirty-third Street, New 
York City. A. Clarssio, colored, a cook, 
suffered probably fatal internal injuries. 
W. A. Robinson, colored, second cook, was 
severely injured about the head and body. 
The two latter were found lying in the ice- 
cold water unable to help themselves. Both 
are from Brooklyn. John Washington, col- 
ored, of Jersey City, a waiter, is badly in- 
jured internally, and his left arm is broken. 

Miss Anna Schaefer and Mrs. G. Miller, 
both of New York City, are slightly injured. 
Mrs. L. F. Merriman of Akron, Ohio, was 


also hurt, though not badly. Mrs. Anna 
Baker of Westfield, N. J., sustained in- 
juries to her back. 

Mrs. Riley Allen of Olean, who was on 
her way to New York City, was rescued 
uninjured from a window of a half sub- 
merged car. Assistance was at once ren- 
dered by local doctors and villagers, and 
the suffering ones were made as comforta- 
ble as possible, being carried to the village 
and sheltered from the biting cold. The 
Hotel Jones became a veritable hospital 
until the relief train arrived, when the in- 
jured were taken te the Port Jervis Hos- 


pital. a 
EX-GOV. BUSHNELL STRICKEN. 


Ohio’s Former Chief Executive Suffers 
Apopletic Stroke—Little Hope 
of Recovery. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 1L.—Ex-Gov. Asa 
S. Bushnell was stricken with apoplexy 
this evening just as he arrived at the 
Union Station to take a train for his home 
in Springfield. Mr. Bushnell’s condition 
is critical. Physicians hold out little hope 
of recovery. 

Gov. Bushnell had spent the day in Co- 
lumbus. When his carriage arrived at the 
station the driver opened the door and 
found Mr. Bushnell almost unconscious. 
Will Grant of Springfield, who was passing, 
jumped into the carriage and ordered the 
driver to drive to a physician's office, and 


then to Grant Hospital. Mr. Bushnell's 
former eyacion, Dr. Starling Loving, was 


summoned. 
Mr. Bushne}l’s family has been called to 


Columbus. J. F. McGrew, a son-in-law, is 
now at the hospital. ; 

At 5 o'clock to-night the ex-Governor was 
reported slightly tmproved, but his condi- 
tion is extremely critical. He had rallied 
sufficiently to be able to recognize his son 
John Li Bushnell, who had just arrived 


from Springfield.

Bushnell, her son, two daughters, and her 
son-in-law have gone to the stricken man’s 


bedside. 


CHICAGO’S TERMINAL ROAD. 


Rumors That Pennsylvaygia Railway 
Has Secured Its Control.

CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—The Pennsylvania 
Company is said to have secured control of 
the Chicago Terminal Transfer Railroad. 

For the last two or three weeks the se- 
curities of the Chicago Terminal Transfer 
have been climbing upward, and it became 
apparent that a deal of some kind was con- 
templated. No other road could make as 
good use of the Chicago’ Terminal as the 
Pennsylvania. The Baltimore and Ohio, 
which is controlled by the Pennsylvania, is 
now the principal occupant of the Terminal 
Company's Grand Central Station, and its 
extensive freight yards, which it has leased 
from the Terminal Company for ninety-nine 
years, adjoin the extensive freight yards 
of the Pennsylvania. 

The Pennsylvania has recently made 
large purchases of. land, which it is be- 
lieved will be utilized for freight yards, 
removing the present ones from the down- 
town district and leaving room for a fine 
new union station, to be used by the same 
roads which occupy the present one.

Democratic Nomination, 


National Committeemen Gathering at 
Washington—Chicago’s Chamces 
Good for the Convention.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—State Senator 
McCarren of New York, who is here to 
urge the selection of that city for the next 
Democratic National Convention, declared 
for Judge Parker as the Presidential can- 
didate to-day. 

“‘I am for Parker,” he said, ‘‘ and I don’t 
know of anybody in New York who is not.” 

Mr. McCarren’s relations with the Demo- 
cratic leaders gave his views considerable 
importance in the eyes of politicians from 
other States. The opinion was expressed 


that, whether or not' New York was sin- 
cere in its support of Parker, if it openly 
supported him now it would mean his nom- 
ination. Such an irresistible impetus would 
be given the boom, it was argued, that 
even if New York changed its attitude 
later it would be difficult to check the 
movement. 

All the talk among the politicians at the 
Shoreham is for Parker, except where the 
Hearst boomers are working. Hardly any- 
thing is heard of the Gorman boom. 

The New Yorkers who arrived here this 
evenin are ex-Mayor Robert A. Van 
Wyck, Charles F. Murphy, Philip S. Dona- 
hue, Randolph Guggenheimer, ex-State 
Senator John Fox, Daniel O’Day, Perry 
Belmont, Harry Walker, and Congressman 
George H. Lindsay. 

With Mack and McCarren, they went 
into conference and discussed how to an- 
swer the arguments that are being made 
against New York. They were in session 
only half an hour, and professed complete 
confidence in their ability to answer “any 
and all arguments. Mr. Van Wyck was 
elected Chairman and Mr. Guggenheimer 
Secretary of the delegation, and Mr. Mc- 
Carren was deputed to make the formal 
presentation. They will not make known 
what New York will do in the way of a 
cash bonus. McCarren intimates that it 
is best to hold one’s cards close to one’s 
shirt front. 

Two telegrams were received from Mayor 
McClellan, one for Norman EB. Mack and 
one for Mr. Van Wyck, in which the Mayor 
extends a formal invitation to the Demo- 
cratic National Committee to: hold the con- 
vention in New York. 

Chicago seems likely to get 
Democratic National Convention. 
boomers of the three candidates, Chi- 
cago, New York, and St. Louis, have 
taken quarters in the Shoreham and 
are buttonroling the incoming members of 
the Democratic National Committee, whose 
session will begin in that hotel at noon to- 
morrow. 

‘The Chicago guarantee is said to be $40,- 
000, but the Chicagoans say that they have 
@ syndicatc of thirty-five men, including 
Joseph Leiter, who will be responsible for 
all the expenses of the convention if it is 
necessary to raise the bid. They have no 
doubt of their success. 

The arguments against New York seemed 
to have a somewhat staggering effect on 
her boomers. It did not seem to strike 
them until they arrived here that it, would 
be difficult to overcome the argument that 
New York was too far for most of the dele- 
gates to go. There were some other argu- 
ments, chief among which were the asser- 
tion that as New York would be allowed to 
name the candidate that was honor enough, 
and the desire of the committeemen to 
avoid the charge of holding their conven- 
tion in a hotbed of trusts and Wall Street 
influerces.

A curious feature of the situation is the 
large number of those Democrats who have 
been prominent in the management of the 
two Bryan campaigns who are here boom- 
ing W. R. Hearst. Nobody expects him to 
be nominated, but it is predicted that the 
size. of: his delegation will astonish those 


who are behing the boom go on because 
ere is nothing in it.

Politicians Talking About Tammany

ALBANY, Jan. 11.—There is a good deal 
of talk among the Democratic politicians 
here about the alleged plans of Charles F. 
Murphy to get control of the State organi- 
zation and name the Democratic “ Big 
Four ” to the National Conventian. 

The Democratic State Convention to be 
held in the.Spring will elect four dele- 
gates at large to the National Convention. 
In the State Convention each of the 150 As- 
sembly districts will be represented by three 
delegates, the entire State delegation num- 
bering 450. The Democratic organization 
in Greater New York, including Manhattan, 
Kings, Richmond, and Queens Counties, is 
under the thumb of Charles F. Murphy, 
and the number of delegates that these 
counties will send to the State’ Convention 

Manhattan, 105; Kings, 63; Queens, 9; 
Richmond, 3; total, 180. 

Erie County, which will have twenty-four 
delegates in the convention, will stand with 
Tammany. Leader Murphy began nearly 
a year ago, when Mayor McClellan was a

ALLEGED BOODLER RETURNS. 


Charles Kratz, Extradited from Mexico, 
in St. Louis and Defiant—More 
Boodle Charges.

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 11.—Charles Kratz, 
charged with being the leading boodler of 
the old Council combination and an extra- 
dited fugitive, arrived in St. Louis to-day 
in the custody of Chief Desmond and Sher- 
iff Dickmann. In less than five hours he 
was out on bond preparing, it is said, to re- 
turn to Guadalajara and resume his busi- 
ness affairs until Feb. 23, when he must re- 
turn to stand trial. 

Kratz openly boasted of his friends in 
St. Louis, and he made his boast good. His 
friends had prepared bonds for him in any 
sum. Gottlieb Eyermann, Jr., who for- 
feited $20,000 on Kratz’s last bond and to 
whom Kratz made restitution, arranged for 
the present bond. \ 

Immediately after Kratz’s bond wag ac- 
cepted he was piloted to a saloon, where 
champagne was drunk in celebration of his 
return. Kratz was in conference with Cir- 
cuit Attorney Folk ten minutes. In that 
time the Circuit Attorney is said to have 
informed Kratz that he know of his con- 
nection with other boodle deals than the 
suburban, and asked him for any statement 
he might want to make. 

Kratz replied that he would transact his 
business through his attorney. He then 
went on to say that the people were with 
him and that he could be elected Governor 
of Missouri if he cared to run. All his old 
friends, he said, -would still support him. 

The December Grand Jury is. investigat- 
ing the report that a new combination has 
been formed in the House of Delegates for 
the purpose of dictating and controlling 
legislation and fixing the terms under 
which all bills, but particularly those in 
which wealthy corporations are interested, 
shall be considered. In this connection the 
jury is devoting its attention to the pneu- 
matic tube bill, providing for a tube serv- 
ice between the Union Station and e 
World's Fair grounds, which the Council 
approved early in December, and the House 
passed Dec, 18. On Tuesday night the 
House at its regular meeting reconisdered 
its action on the bill. 

On top of this action comes the informa- 
tion that a certain member of the House 
of Delegates approached one of those inter- 
ested in the pending legislation and de- 
manded $15,000 to insure its passage. — 


INDICTMENT AGAINST 
CANFIELD DISMISSED. 


District Attorney Declines to Move the 
Case for Trial and the De- 
fendant Goes Free. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Jan. 11.—Justice 
Sewell of the Supreme Court this afternoon 
dismissed the indictment against Richard 
A. Canfield in the gambling case trans- 
ferred to this district from New York City. 

George E. Curtiss, one of Mr. Canfield’s 
attorneys, said: “ They cannot have this 
order set aside and they cannot reindict 
him. This settles the famous case for good 
and all.” Mr. Canfield simply said: “I 
hope this is the end of it.” 

When the case was called Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Rand was ir court to repre- 
sént Mr. Jerome. 

He refused, however, to move the case 
for trial, and asked to have it put over 
until Mr. Jerome could secure desired legis- 
lation, saying that the prosecution was not 
ready to go on with the case now, and 
could not get any evidence uutil the law 
was changed. 

The case of David Bucklin, manager for 
Mr: Canfield, who is under indictment on 
the charge of conducting a gambling house, 
came up before Justice Forbes in the 
Supreme Court at. Cortland to-day. Counsel 
for Mr. Bucklin moved, to have the indict- 
ment dismissed, inasmuch as Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Gray refused to move it for 
trial. Justice Forbes took the case under 
consideration and will announce his de- 


cision later. 


Upon his return from Binghamton yes- 
terday, Assistant District Attorney Will- 
iam Rand, Jr., gave out a copy of the affi- 
davit which he submitted in the Supreme 
Court there, declining to move for the trial 
of Canfield. The affidavit recites the his- 
tory of the case, calling attention to the 
effect of the refusal of the court to make 
Jesse Lewisohn testiy against Canfield, and 
thus summing up Mr. Jerome's reasons for 
declining to move the trial of the case: 

“It follows from that [the Lewisohn] de- 
cision that, whereas, at the time this deci- 
sion was found the District Attorney of the 
County of New York had in his possession 
the names of various persons who were 
credibly reported to have played games of 
chance at the establishment maintained by 
the defendant and described in the indict- 
ment, and during the period covered there- 
by, and had authority under the law of 


this State to compel them to testify, he 
has now, by the decision of the Lewisohn 
case, been deprived of this authority, and 
he has not at the present time, and cannot 
compel sufficient testimony in support of 
this indictment to warrant him in proceed- 
ing with the trial of the same.”’

Man Who Was Saved Tells of Secret 
Marriage.

McBride, shipping clerk in a factory here, 
announced to-day that he was married on 
Sept. 20 last to Miss Hattie Lamon of 
Ninety-third Street, New York. Her ad- 
dress Mr. McBride withholds. 

McBride. was a workman on the tower of 
the East River Bridge when it togk fire 
over a year ago. He was with the three 
workmen who were killed. By chance he 
was pulled out of the dangerous position 
he occupied in the tower by a hoisting 
rope. When he got to the ground the first 
one he met was Miss Lamon. He says they 
were married Sept. 20 last, but his bride is 
still living at home.

A later dispatch from Gen. Egerton says 
that one officer, Capt. the Hon. Thomas 
Lister, is missing. Capt. Lister is Lord 
Ribblesdale’s son and heir. 

Gen, Egerton’s force camped last night 
two miles beyond Jidballi. 


The new struggle against the ‘‘Mad” 
Mullah’s dervishes which Great Britain 
recently began is regarded as much more 
likely to succeed than the previous more 
or less disastrous attempts. 

The British forces now have a mobility 
which was not before the case. Fully 
equipped camel corps, camel transport, and. 
“ekka” (native Indian cart) corps have 
been sent from India, and Sir Charles 
Egerton is attempting to repeat under 
different conditions a feat somewhat simi- 
lar to that of Lord Kitchener in South 
Africa and to end the Somali insurrection 
by a series of “ drives.” 

It is. nearly fifteen months since Col. 
Swayne advanced against the Mullah, and 
the battle of Erego resulted in a loss of 
two British officers and sixty-eight men 
killed and the retirement of the entire Brit- 
ish force to Bohotlé. In November, 190¥, 
Col, Swayne was recalled, and Gen. Man- 
ning took his place. 

Last April 17 the Mullah annihilated Col. 
Plunkett's force at Gumburru, nine officers 
and 128 men being killed. Six days later 
Col. Gough's force was attacked at Danop. 
The dervishes were repulsed, the British 
losing three officers and thirteen meén. 

Early last June the Mullah, who was sup- 
posed to have been encamped near War- 
dair, in the neighborhood of Gerlogubi, 
made a daring flank march to the north- 
east, by way of Damot, right across the 
British line of communication between Bo- 
hotle and the south. The result of this 
movement, which was executed with per- 
-fect success, was to transfer the main 
‘dervish force from the southwest of the 
scene of operations to the Nogal Valley, in 
the northeast of Somaliland, a distance of 
between 200 and 250 miles. 

In June it was announced that Gen. Eger- 
ton would take over the supreme command, 
and since his arrival in Somaliland he has 
been engaged in preparing for the present 
campaign. 

The British troops withdrew in July to 

Upper Sheik, only about forty miles from 
t 


Berbera. The Mullah remained in the No- 
gal Valley or its neighborhood, which is 
within easy reach of the coast, and it is 
supposed that, in-spite of the vigilance of 
British and Italian warships, he was able 
to import more rifles and ammunition. 

The efforts of the British commander are 
now being directed, first, to keeping the 
Mullah in his present position, and, second, 
to seeking him out, defeating and capturing 
him, 


MRS. GARDNER PAYS $200,000. 


Public Couldn’t Get Into Her “Museum,” 
and She Was Threatened with 
Legal Proceedings.

BOSTON, Jan. 11.—It was announced at 
the Treasury Department to-day that Mrs. 
“ Jack’’ Gardner of Boston has just paid 
$200,000 in duties when threatened with 
legal proceedings for violations of the cus- 
“toms laws in connection with the importa- 
tion of statuary and works of art in the 
year 1898. \ 

What the future of Mrs. Jack Gardner's 
museum in her palace at the Fenway will 
be is now the query which many residents 
of Bosten are asking. Now that she has 
paid the duties on the works of art im- 
ported by her a few years ago for “ public 
exhibition” in her ‘‘ museum,” it is as- 
serted that she can close or open the place 

as she sees fit. 

When the art collection came to this port 
it was admitted free of duty under the pub- 
lic exhibition and museums law.. The col- 
lection was valued at $1,000,000, and it was 
generally considered later that the law had 
been evaded and that the ‘“‘museum” was 
no museum in its proper sense of the term. 
The public was allowed few opportunities 
to. view the collectionsand the admission 
was by ticket, the price being $1 each. 

The Government officials ruled that where 
a ‘“‘museum”’ was open only four days a 
month for three months, allowing only 2,100 
as the maximum number of visitors at $1 
each, it could not be properly called a pub-

CLEVELAND’S THREE-CENT FARE 


Council Rushes Ordinance to Head Off 
Action of State Legislature. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 11.—The City 
Council to-night passed the 3-cent ordin- 
ance drawn at Mayor Johnson’s dictation 
some weeks ago. By. its terms 3-cent 
fares will be required on every line within 
the limits of Cleveland. 

The company, of which Senator Hanna 
is the principal stockholder, has been 
charging 5 cents with universal transfers, 
but the new ordinance requires that the 
fare shall only be 3 cents where fo trans- 
fers are asked. 

The Coyncil claims that it has a perfect 
right to demand a 3-cent fare because the 
company had no stipulation as to fares in 
its original franchise. The street railway 
company proposes to fight. 

Mayor Johnson rushed this action through 
the Council in order to get ahead of the 
Legislature, which proposes to put the regu- 
lation of all fares in the hands of a com- 
mission. The Council also took away from 
the street railway company two important 
franchises that will soon expire. They 
have been given to the new three-cent-fare 
company that is already putting in a line 
on the West Side. 

Mayor Johnson claims that Cleveland will 
soon have her long-promised three-cent 
fare.

Officially Announces that Russia

SECOND REPLY UNFAVORABLE

LONDON, Jan. 12.—The Peking corre- 


spondent of The Times says that the 
Chinese Minister at Tokio yesterday tel- 
egraphed to Prince Ching, President of 
the Chinese Foreign Office, that at the 
request of the Japanese Foreign Office 
he made the foliowing communication: 
“The second Russian reply to the Jap- 
anese proposals has been received at To- 
kio, but it is unfavorable, and cannot be 
accepted by Japan, which, unless Russia 


recedes, will be compelled promptly to 
resort to arms. 

“In view of such an eventuality Japan 
urges and expects China to maintain the 
strictest neutrality, to preserve order 
throughout the empire, to guard foreign- 

.ers resident in the interior, and to take 
special care to preserve order in the 
Provinces of Shan-Tung and Yun-Nan 
lest foreign powers seize the pretext of 
disorder and make an aggressive move- 
ment therein.” 

The dispatch has deeply impressed the 
Chinese, who now believe that war is in- 
evitable. 

Orders for guns, small arms, and ame 
munition to the amount of 1,200,000 taels 
(about $800,000) were recently placed in 

; Japan by Viceroy Yuan-Shi-Kai, Com- 
mander in Chief of the Chinese Army and 
Navy. 

A considerable consignment of mathine 
guns and smokeless arnmunition was due 
to arrive yesterday. 

Ratifications of the commercial treaty 
between China and Japan were ex- 
ehanged yesterday afternoon. 

Wiring “at ‘noon. yesterday, the Tokio 
correspondent of The Times says that 
Russia is sending legation guards to 
Seoul equal in number to the Japanese 
guards, namely, 200, as fixed by the con- 
yention of 1896. This step, though legit- 
imate, tends to accentuate the situation.

RUSSIA CAN’T GET WAR LOAN. 


Efforts to Procure Funds in France a 


Complete *Failure—Possible Aid 
from Germany. 


A prominent banking house with strong 
international connections was authority for 
the statement yesterday that efforts of the 
Russian Government to negotiate a war 
loan in Paris recently had met with flat 
failure because of the disinclination of 
French banking interests to take up with 
the project. ; 

Three Paris banks were mentioned spec- 
ially as having refused even to consider 
the question of negotiating for the loan. 
These were the Crédit Foncier, the Crédit 
Lyonnais, and the Comptoir scompte. 
It was explained by the interest here which 
was the source of the information that the 
action of the French banks was determined 
by a known opposition of their Government 


to having them embark on war loan financ- 
ing. It was explained that the suggestion 
of the French Government was probably in 
the shape of a hint that rentes were now 
selling at a low figure, and that the Gov- 
ernment would not contemplate with pleas- 
ure the prospect of the banks loading them- 


selves up with Russian war bonds until 
here shouid be a better market for their 
ome issues, 

It being known that France, the ally of 
Russia, had refused to be of financial as- 
sistance in the present situation, comment 
was made generally by bankers with in- 
ternational connections yesterday as to the 
quarter to which Russia would next turn. 
It was thought by some that help might be 
obtained from Berlin through pressure 
from quarters near the Emperor, but Lon- 
don and New York markets were consid- 
ered as aba®lutely closed to any Russian 
flotation. 


ORDERS INVESTIGATION 
OF CONSULATES IN CHINA. 


President Instructs the State Depart- 
ment to Examine the Charges 
Against Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11,—The President 
has ordered the State Department to make 
a thorough investigation of the United 
States Consulates at Shanghal, Canton, and 
Amoy. 

For a year past charges have been flying 
backward and forward in regard to the 
conduct of the business at those Consulates, 
and the Consuls themselves have indulged 
in mutual recrimination and charges. ll 
this has made it evident to the State De- 
partment officials that there is need for a 
thorough investigation which will form the 
basis for a complete change of Consulates 
in the Orient. 

The system of extra-territorial jurisdic- 
tion conferred upon the Consuls in the ad- 
ministration of the Consular courts is be- 
lieved to have become antiquated, and it 
will probably be necessary to frame some 
scheme in its place that will reduce the al- 


most autocratic powers. of the Consuls and 
render them more responsible to the State 
Department, 

The accusations referred to are not new, 
but, as described in previous dispatches, re- 
late to charges for manifests and for cer- 
tification of commercial papers and the is- 
sue of identification papers to cnene who 
have been going into the Philippines. Gov. 
Taft long ago complained to Pyashineten 
of the loose methods of regulating the ad- 
missicn of Chinese to the Philippines and 
of the opportunities for fraud involved. 


POOLROOM MEN FINED. 


‘Lawyer Advises Clients to Shoot Police 


Officers If They Attempt to Take 
Them on Old Warrant. 


Within ten days Judge Cowing, sitting in 
Part Til. of the General Sessions, has col- 
lected -ih fines over $2,000 from poolroom 
keepers who have either pleaded guilty or 
been convicted after trial. Of this amount 
$825 was colicted yesterday, ‘‘ Ridge” Le- 
vien alone contributing $500. 

Levien was arraigned on a charge of being 
the proprietor of a poolroom at 20 Dey 
Street, recently raided, and which was also 
raided in District Attorney Philbin’s time, 
when ex-Commissioner of Highways Maur- 
ice Holahan was caught in the police net, 
and explained his presence in the poolroom 
by saying he was there searching for his 
wayward son. 

Among the other poolroom men who paid 
fines were two who were caught in a raid 
on “The” Allen's. The alleged manager 
of this place was fined $50, and the others, 
who pleaded guilty, were each fined $25. 

Lawyer Henry Goldsmith walked into the 
Jefferson Market Police Court with five 
men, for whom he said a warrant had been 
issued in December last charging them with 
operating a poolroom in a house on West 
Twenty-seventh Street. The lawyer said 
that Justice Mayer had issued the warrant 
and that it was in the hands of Police In- 
spector Walsh. Counsel said he had taker 
the men to the Court of Special Sessions, 
as the wazrant had come from that court 
but there he was told by Justice Olmsted 
that at the time the warrant was issued 
it was issued by Justice Mayer, sitting as 
a Magistrate, and that the men should be 
taken to a Magistrate's court. Although 
notified, neither Inspector Walsh nor Capt. 
Burfeind was on hand, and as there was 
no complainant in court, Magistrate Crane 
advised the lawyer to take his men back 
to the Special Sessions. 

Lawyer Goldsmith sald that Inspector 
Walsh and Capt. Burfeind had spent Sat- 
urday at the house in Twenty-seventh 
Street, using the warrant as a legal pass 
to go in and out of the house. Counsel said 
this was oppression and that the only thin 
left for him to do was to advise his cli- 
ents to arm themselves and shoot the po- 
lice officers if they attempted to take 
them on the old warrant. He gave this ad- 
vice to his clients.

L NEW ALBANIAN REVOLT 


Movement Against the Macedonian 
Reform Scheme. 


Four Thousand Albanians Close the 
Road Between Prizren and Skutari— 
Reported Attack on a Prelate. 


VIENNA, Jan. 11.—According to a dis- 
patch from Sarajevo, Bosnia, to the Neue 
Freie Presse, 4,000 Albanians have closed 
the road between Prizren (eighty-elght 
miles from Monastir, Macedonia,) and Sku- 
tari, (capital of the valiyyet of the same 
name,) their intention being to oppose the 
new international gendarmerie organized 
under the Austro-Russian reform scheme, 

The situation in the Near East is causing 
increasing uneasiness. 

A dispatch from Cettinje says that the 
Government, of Montenegro has decided to 
take steps for the immediate expulsion of 
ali Albanians, 

According to an unconfirmed report from 
Uskub, the Servian Deputy Archimandrite, 
Wassil, was shot by Albanians at the 
Detchini Monastery. It was expected that 
the Deputy Archimandrite would succeed 
the late Mgr. Firmilian, the Patriarchist 
Archbishop of Uskub. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S VISION. 


He Dreams of the British Empire Break- 
ing Forth with New Youth. 


BIRMINGHAM, Jan. 11.—Mr. Chamber- 
lain delivered his first speech of the new 
year at the banquet of the Birmingham 
Jewelers’ Association here to-night. Re- 
sponding to the toast, ‘‘Our Member,” he 
devoted a considerable portion of his speech 
to a vindication of the South African war, 
and repeated his former arguments con- 
cerning the attitude of the mother country 
to the colonies. 

Mr. Chamberlain said the British Empire 
contained all the elements of strength and 
permanency, but he would not care to 
prophesy the result if these elements were 
left uncrystallized. 

The speaker admitted that he was a 


political visionary, who had dreamed of a 
great ompize rising and then sinking to 
the position of a fifth-rate power, but 
again, he said, he saw it break forth with 
new youth, carrying its traditions into the 
great future. S 

“If to be a visionary of that kind,” said 
Mr, Chamberlain, ‘is to be banned and 
condemned, then i am content.’ 

Mr. Chamberlain’s arguments throughout 
the remainder of his speech were based on 
the condition of the jewelry trade, which 
he maintained, had seriously depreciated 
as the result of foreign competition. 


ANARCHY IN SANTO DOMINGO. 


Passengers on the Cherokee Say Busi- 
ness There Is at a Standstill. 


Officers and passengers on the Clyde 
Line steamship Cherokee, which arrived 
yesterday from Dominican ports, reported 
a state of anarchy in the island. Business, 
they said, was at a standstill, while guer- 
rilla bands, led by some of the worst char- 
acters in the island, were going about 
plundering. There was no pretense at gov- 


ernment anywhere, they said, except in 
Santo Domingo City. where foreign war- 
ships were commandin order. 

The Cherokee experienced little trouble 
from either the provisional or revolutionary 
authorities, but affairs were in so bad a 
state that her cargo was very light. -At 
Puerto Plata some officials ordered the 
lightermen who were loading cargo on tho 
steamship to stop work, 


BORIS SARAFOF IN. ROME. 


He Wants Ricciotti Garibaldi to Lead a 
Macedonian Expedition. 


ROME, Jan. 11.—Boris Sarafof, the Mace- 
donian revolutionary leader, whose arrival 
in Rome the press here erroneously an- 
nounced on Jan. 3, arrived in this city last 
night. 

One of the chief objects of Sarafof’s visit 
to Italy is to induce Gen. Ricciotti Garibal- 
di to lead an expedition having for its ob- 
ject the liberation of Macedonia from Turk- 
ish rule, similar to the expedition which 
Garibaldi headed at the time of the Greco- 
Turkish war. 

Sarafof had interviews to-day with the 
leaders of the supporters of the Macedonian 


cause here. He said he wished to inform 
the Italian Government that Macedonia 
was not satisfied with the Austro-Russian 
action, and that a new revolution would 
break out next Spring f all the powers 
which signed the treaty of Berlin did not 
intervene and cause the granting ed auton- 
omy to Macedonia. 


FRENCH ENVOY TO LEAVE SERVIA. 


His Recall Due to the Failure of King 
Peter to Punish the Regicides. 


PARIS, Jan. 11.—The French Minister to 
Servia, M. Benoit, has been recalled, and 
another official has been sent to Belgrade 
to act as Chargé d’Affaires. It is expected 
that he will arrive at Belgrade to-day, M. 
Benoit departing immediately thereafter. 

This is a result of the failure of King 
Peter to take adequate measures to punish 
the assassins of King Alexander and Queen, 
Draga. 

According to information received at the 
Foreign Office, most, if not all, of the 
Ministers of the leadin powers have been 
withdrawn or are about to withdraw from 
Belgrade, so it is expected that the Servian 
Court’s celebration of the Orthodox New 
Year’s Day, Wednesday, will not be at- 


tended yA the diplomatic representatives of 
any of the leading powers. 


McCOMB ESTATE HEARING. 


Matter Goes Over, After Statement That 
Proof of Granville W. Garth’s 
Death Is Lacking. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Jan. 11.—The 
hearing on the petition for a compulsory 
accounting of the estate of the late J. Jen- 
nings McComb brought by Mrs, Fannie 
McComb Herzog against the executors and 
trustees of the estate wes begun before 
Surrogate Silkman to-day. George L. 
Strong appeared for the surviving execu- 
tors and Bird & Harrison for Mrs. Herzog. 

It was stated in court that no proof had 
been found of the death of Granville W. 
Garth, one of the executors, who is sup- 

osed to have committed suicide by leap- 
ng from'a steamer.

SAYS cRY “OF SUH 
1S FOR EDUCATION 


Millions Kept from Being Intelligent 
Citizens, Dr. Peabody Declares. 


Subject Also Discussed by College 
Heads and Other Speakers at Ban- 
quet of Southern and General 
Education Boards. 


The Southern Education Board and the 
General Education Board, the former doing 
the active work fn the Southern States and 
the latter acting as a sort of clearing house 
for those who contribute to the cause of 
education, met yesterday in the Astor Gal- 
lery of the Waldorf-Astoria for their an- 
nual dinner. The banquet had the unusual 
feature of speeches before the meal was 
served and others following the cigars and 
coffee. The aims and the results of the 
boards’ combined work in the South were 
discussed, and prophesies made of better 
results in the future. 

Robert C. Ogden of the Southern Educa- 
tion Board presided. Those who sat at the 
Chairman's table were St. Clair McKelway, 
the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, the Rev. Dr. 
Francis G. Peabody, Dr. Ira Remsen, Will- 
jam T. Harris, the. Right Rev. William 
Creswell, the Right Rev. William Law- 
rence, Chancellor Walter B. Hill of the 
University of Georgia, Carl Schurz, Dr. 
David F. Houston, Prof. 8. C. Mitchell, the 
Right Rev. W. N. McVickar, and Prof. 
P, P. Claxton. 

Dr. Walter B. Hill was the first’to have 
the honor in the new system of before- 
dinner speaking. He asserted that slavery 
was the common heritage of the Nation, 
and that barbarism was localized in the 
South entirely by chance. The burden of 
the guilt was essentially that of the whole 
people. Therefore, he said, the work of 
retrieving the error and solving the prob- 
lems incident to the freeing of the slaves 
was a National problem and National bur- 
den. The South could properly look to the 
North for aid in helping against illiteracy. 
The appeal of the South was to the philan- 
thropy of the whole American people, and 
the proper relief was through legislation 
and National aid to remove the burden. 

Dr. David Houston, President of the 
A. and M. College of Texas, said he had 
come to show that Texas was progressive 
and doing her best to help herself. In her 


last Legislature she had declared for the 
higher education and had appropriated 

2,000,000 for the two years until the com- 
ng together of the next Legislature. There 
was annother a oe of $750,000 for 
the* semi-educational institutions, embrac- 
.ng the teaching of industries. There was 
‘also available for the common schools 

000, The most oe develop- 
ment in Texas was the local support and 
the effort of the teachers and others in- 
terested in’the cause to adopt curicula of 
the sort that would best prepare the rural 
people for their daily tasks. 

Dr. 8. C. Mitchell of. Richmond College, 
Va., emphasized the need of common school 
teachers and publicists. Th first would 
leaven the masses and th2 second would 
lead the public mind along progressive 
lines. He thought. that the new coristi- 
tutions of the South, largely excluding the 
negroes from the franchise, woul be 
helpful both to the blacks and the whites. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Mitchell’s ad- 
dress the banquet began, the speaking 
being resumed with the coffee and Ci- 
gars, by Dr. Francis G. Peabody, 


DR. PEABODY’S SPEECH. 


“There are a great many things con+ 
frounting. most of us that are extremely 
perplexing just now,” he said, ‘‘ namely, 
what to do with the Philippines and the 
trades unions, and about our philanthro- 
pies, destitution, concentration, and so on, 
and all these things are extremely hard to 
answer. But what the South should do for 


itself and what the North should do with 
the South and for the South is_perfectly 
plain. All that is left is just to do it. 
“Here are 6,000,000 of our people, fellow- 
partners. with us in the great enterprise of 
American Aen ocracy, 6,000,000 white; 
4,000,000 blac ie the whites singularly’ ‘un+ 
mixed in stock, inheriting the best tradi- 
tions of loyalty, generosity, and public ser- 
vice; the blacks singularly responsive, 
docile, patient, and yet in the great tracts 
of this section of our common country 
there are millions of people who haven't a 
fair chance to become intelligent citizens. 
“This is not the blame of the South. 
This is the sorrow of the South. This is 
the last burden in a long burden-bearing 
history. The South has been tested by 
almost every conceivable trial—by slavery, 
by devastation of war, by devastation of re- 
construction, by humbled pride, by poverty, 
and now by this last test of the slavery 
of illiteracy, and among the most gallant 
exploits of the South must be counted the 
leadership of its leaders and the sacrifice 
of its citizens to meet this new war: of 
emancipation. We used to talk about war 
Governors, but now we talk about seen 
tion Governors, and instead of the cTting 
‘the solid South’ we hear now the thriilin 
cry: ‘Free schools for all the — le!’ 
“Tf the common school is the basis of our 
civilization, what can be_ said of condi- 
tions where, as President Dabney has said, 
school teachers are paid On an average $25 
a month, and the average child of the South 
ets 5 cents’ worth of education per dav 
or a term of only eighty-seven days in 
the year? Now this is a situation which 
the South simply cannot and _ certainly 
ought not to attempt to meet alone. For 
all of us to embark in this enterprise, which 
calls for the intelligence and the generosity 
of the whole country, is to contribute once 
more to the perpetuity and the vitality of 
American institutions. What interests me 
rimarily is not the opportunity before us 
for the intellectual education of the South 
so much as the present opportunity for the 
moral education of the whole people, and 
of the North in certain “principles of Na- 
tional life which we seem to have laid 


aside. 
“What is it just now that makes many 
rsons apprehensive, despondent, some- 
imes despairing, in the midst of our pros- 
perity? It is that the tremendous pressure 
of commerce, threatens to stifle the_in- 
stincts of the ideals on which the pillars 
of democracy must forever rest. Where is 
the education that made the Pilgrims and 
the Puritans and the sacrifices of the 
Fathers in peace and in war? Our democ- 
racy is, in reality, a vast experiment in 
helping other people. Democracy means 
that a man cannot help one part of a civil- 
ization unless he helps the other part as 
well; that there is no such thing as the 
survival of the fit in National life unless it 
be accompanied by the survival of the unfit. 
“The problem before us is whether we 
propose to sanctify ourselves for others’ 
sakes, or whether, in the pursuit of com- 
mercial self-interest, we propose to risk 
the very pesystatly of meérican dem- 
ocracy. e should think of the situation 
in the large sense of citizenship, of Na- 
tional unity, of National existence.” 


PLEA FOR HIGHER EDUCATION. 


William T. Harris, United States Com- 
missioner of Education, said he had dur- 
ing the past week been attending the meet- 
ings of the Southern Educational Society 


in Atlanta, Ga. 
“‘In 1850,”" said Mr. Harris, ‘‘ there were 


only three schools in all the Southern slave 


States that had examinations from year 
to year and received pupils from the 
elementary schools below. That num- 
ber began to increase directly after our 
civil war’ very much, and by 1890 there 
were 848 high schools in the South. This 
number increased to 1,379 high schools in 
1902. In 1890 there were 23,000 pupils, and 
in 1902 there were 88,000. The high school 

ves the branches to the ae pore which make 
is directive powers that enormous 
increase is of great significance to me. The 
development that will come from the South 
from giving its people a higher education, 
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as, for example, in physics, cannot be 
overestimated. We want people who can 
make wise combines to cause our Nation 
to thrive.” 

Prof. P. P. Claxton of the University of 
Tennessee was next presented. In intro- 
ducing him Mr. Ogden said that Prof. Clax- 
ton was ‘“‘a dy namo that is unseen by the 
world at large.’’ Prof. Claxton said he 
would refer simply to one section of the 
South, which he regarded as typical of the 
rest of that country. It contained 13,000 
square miles and two cities with a popula- 
tion of about 35,000 people, 20 per,cent. of 
whom were colored, and possessed fertile 
lands and immense natural resources. 

“In this section,” he said, “there are 
thirty-four counties where the _ average 
school term is three months and a half, 
The average time that the children attend 
school is forty days. In some parts of that 
section it is only thirty days, while in oth- 
ers only, twenty-six days. Teachers are 

aid on dn average $150 a year. It is worth 

150 a year in most of those sections to be 
a prisoner in jail. That is what they pay 
for keeping a prisoner; and yet the teach- 
ers of a school preparing citizens for the 
future receive no more. 

“It ig not the fault of the people there. 
There is one county in which the average 
wealth of the people is $58 per capita, and 
in order to give as much as $5 for the edu- 
cational benefit of children in other sec- 
tions. it would be necessary_to impose & 
tax of £4 or more on every $100 worth of 
taxable “property. In some sections as large 
a proportion as 33 per cent. of the white 
people are unable to read and write, unable 
to read their ballots. Out of 660,000 people 
there are 100,000 who are illiterate. ‘here 
are 30,000 voters in one section that can- 
not read, and there are 33,000 mothers of 
families ‘training future citizens who can- 
not read a word. 

“‘T believe there 1s no problem of this day, 
and probably will not be any problem n 
the first half of the twentieth century, so 
important as the one of educating the peo- 
ple of the Southern States. The inhabitants 
there have not the money to pay for it, 
and we should help them. There are certain 
people who are doing as much as any for- 
eign missionaries to assist their Southern 
brothers in distress. They know that these 
unfortunate people will welcome this help 
and use it to the best advantage.’ 

St. Clair McKelway, who followed Prof. 
Claxton, said in part: 

““You Southerners have your difficulties, 
and you are meeting them. You will settle 
them. The future is on your side, Your 
hearts are a unit in this present problem 
to meet and conquer your difficulties. We 
need not look into your past with‘any less 
pride than you look into it. We have lived 
long enough to know that an equality of 
sincerity, an equality of valor, an equality 
of unity and of effort on either side in our 
late unhappy struggle entitles each side to 
an equality of honor, and to an equality 
of esteem, and, moreover, that the South 
has the signal advantage of a preponder- 
ance of sacrifice, of a preponderance of 
fortitude, and of a preponderance of credit 
for recovery from the hardly remembered 
disasters of the past.” 

Job E. Hedges, the last of the speakers, 
said that of course there must be e ucators 
and subscribers. He meant to be a sub- 
scriber himself if he should be promised 
that his name should not be mentioned. He

Luckenbauer, thirteen years old, of 332 Lin- 
wood Street, was arrested late yesterday 


afternoon. 

Young Luckenbauer attends Public School 
108. Last Tuesday while the school was 
in session a fire was discovered in the 
basement of the building. On Friday, while 
the children were all in the rooms up stairs, 
a second blaze was discovered in the base- 
ment. The Marshal had young Lucken- 
bauer, George Miller, eleven years old, and 
Charles Hearvey, twelve years old, all of 
whom attend the school, before him at Fire 
Headquarters yesterday.

Urges the Importance of the Ap- 
peal to Conscience. 


Makes Two Speeches to Connecticut 
Democrats, One at a Dinner and 
Another to a Packed The- 
atre Audience.

NEW HAVEN, Jan. 11.—William: Jen- 
nings Bryan was the principal guest to- 
night at a “‘ dollar dinner ”’ at Warner Hall, 
at which 150 Democrats were assembled. 
The guests included Gov. Garvin of 
Rhode Island, Representative De Armond: 
of Missouri, and Col. Alexander Troup. .Mr. 
Bryan delivered a short speech at the din- 
ner, and later spoke to an audience that 
packed the theatre. At the dinner his sub- 
ject was “ A Conscience Campaign,” and he 
said in part: 

“The word campaign suggests warfare. 
It is good tactics to strike.the enemy where 
he is weakest and to use the weapons which 
are most effective: The weak point of 
every bad policy is that it sacrifices hu- 
man rights to selfish interests, and to-day 
to prove its system evil we only have to 
show that it violates that sense of justice 
that is satisfied with ‘nothing less than 
equal rights to all and special privileges to’ 
none. The only appeal that is permanent 
in its effectiveness and enduring in its yise- 
fulness is the appeal to conscience,.-and, 
while i, may seem weakness to the brutal 
and folly to the sordid, it. arouses'‘a re- 
sponse that is at last irresistible. 

“If we would. touch the conscience of 
others we must give evidence that our con- 
sciences have been quickened. The great 
issue at this time is the issue between man 
and mammon, between plutocracy and de- 
mocracy. All surface questiéns of policy 
of taxation and of regulation and of finance 
are but phases of that century long, that 
world-wide struggle between the- common 
people and organized wealth. 

“To say that it does not pay fora nae 
tion to violate the rights of the people of 
another nation involves so much of addi- 
tion, subtraction, multiplication, and divi- 
sion that many get lost in a maze :of 


mathematics. But to say that the wages 
of sin is death is. to give an epitome’ of 
history that acords. with each person's ex~ 
per rience. In dealing with the trusts, with 

ance, with labor problems, and with all’ 
the other questions at issue we must view 
them from a moral, ‘sta vint and ar-. 
raign every evil at the bar. of the public 
conscience. 

“Will it win?. Nothing else will give per- 
manent success. As the martyrs who 
eighteen hundred years ago, kneeling in 
prayer while hungry beasts devoured them, 

va a power mightier than the legions 
of Rome, to-day it is not only possible but 
necessary to appeal*‘to that moral -sentti- 
ment which, when argused, will prove more 
potent than the purse.” 

Mr. Bryan then went to the Hyperion 
Theatre, where Representative De Armond 
introduced him to an enthusiastic house by 
saying: “‘No American since Gen. Grant 
has made the triumphal journey through 
Europe and been received everywhere y 
crowned heads &s has Col. Bryan.”’ 

Mr. Bryan talked for nearly two hours on 
“The Value of an Ideal,”’ his: address hav- 
ing no reference to campaign matters. He 
took the opportunity to remark in passin 
on the interest the late Mr.\. Bennett 
shown in the ideas he was enunciating in 
his lecture.

It is always an interesting experience, 
although it may not always be an entirely 
Satisfying one, to renéw acquaintance after 
many years with a dramatist’s earller work, 
in this age of novelty, of frequent changes, 
and few revivals, such opportunities are 
And for them one is génerally 
under obligations to the popular sto¢k com- 
panies, 

At the Fifth Avenue Theatre this week 
the Prector players are presenting “ The 
idler,” one of the earlier plays of C, Had- 
don Chambers. Playgoers whose memories 
hark back a number of years may remem- 


‘ber a production of this piece at the old 


Lyceum Theatre, but it is altogether Nkely 
that for the large audience: present yes- 
terday afternoon “The Idler” had all the 
charm of novelty. That seems a reason- 
able supposition in view of the. absorbed 
interest with which its four acts were fol- 
Jowed, and whatever individual opinion 
may be as to the actual value of the play, 
it was quite evident that it contains ele- 
ments calculated to satisfy the taste of 
that class of playgoers for whom it is now 
revived. 

“The Idles"’ can hardly have represented 
Mr. Chambers at his best at anytime 
Viewed to-day its appeal! is along. s0me- 
what primitive lines. Its story dépehds 
for success upon a willing acceptance. of 
conventional theatric situations, which, 
Whatever -their force in the past, have 


ceased to be entirely satisfying to habitual 


playgoers. And yet in the character of 
Mark Cross the idler, a man ‘who for 
a time forgets honor in an effort to win 
at. ahy hazard the woman he loves, despite 
thé fact that she is married to another 
wan. Mr, Chambers has drawn an exce2d- 
ingly virile and interesting character, 

Cross, it may be recalled, has saved the 
life of Simon Strong, and a warm _friend- 
ship: thereuvon results between the two 
men. .

Cross nothing remains but répentance, and 
@s the finai curtain falls he orders his

To any one at all familiar with the con- 
ventional expedients of dramatic usage the 
simplicity and lack of originality of all this 
will be readily apparent. Nor can it be 
said that Mr. Chambers justifies: his theme 
by any <xceptional handling of it, The 
charhctart, with the possible exception of 
Cross, are ali familiar lay figures.of the 
theatre. Mark Cross, though by no means 
an unfamiliar type on the stagé, ts, how- 
ever, consistently and naturally drawn.

DIE ZANBERFLOTE 


aT THE OPERA: 


First Performance in German for Years 


_ Of Mezart’s Fairy Opera. 


Mozart's opera ‘Die ‘Zanberflite” was 
given last evening at the Opera House in 
German for the first. time in the. memory 
of man, except for a single performance 
for a charitablé object that Mr. Damrosch 
presented one night in the last season of 
his operatic’ management seven years ago. 
In his cast, by the way, he had Mme. 


Gadski as ‘Pamina, who took the same, 
part last evening, and Mr. Kraus as the 
Famino, who is also a member of the pres- 


ent company, though he did not participate 
in last evening’s performance. 
previous representations of it were in Eng- 


lish by the American: Opera Company in. 


1887. ‘“‘Die Zanberfléte” for many years 
was thus practically unknown to this pub- 
lic till Mr. Grau tried the effect of resusci- 
tating it in Italian four years ago, and 
found that it was so attractive an item in 
his repertory that he repeated it every 
season thereafter.- For it-not only contains 
many numbers of Mozart’s most beautiful 
music, but, what is more important from 
the operatic manager’s point of view,. it 
gives.an opportunity for the elaboration of 
a handsome .and effective. spectacle, and 
demands the co-operation of many of the 
most important members of his company, 
thefeby profoundly impressing and attract- 


ing the public that looks to the appearance 
of famous names in the cast. 

There was an unusually large audierce 
attracted last evening by the performance, 


that was evidently much entertained and ° 


diverted by it. The fact that it was-in 
German kept cut of the cast some of. the 
singers who used to take part in the Ital- 
ian perce enees. and brought into it some 
of the new members of Mr. Conried’s com- 
pany, who gave a very good acconrt of 
themselves. Mme. Sembrich was of course 
the Astrafiammente—that singular and ex- 
traordinarily trying part that requfres: the 
1 the most difficult of 
coloratura arias; Mme. Ternina, the First 
Lady; Mme. Gadski, the Pamina; Mr. Dip- 
pel, the Tamino; Mr. Kloepfer, the Saras- 
tro; Mr. Goritz, the Papageno, and Mr. 
Reiss, the Monostatos. r. Mottl conduct- 
ed, There were a number of slips in“last 
evening’s performance, and it was unfor- 
tunately too often in evicence that some of 
the most important members of the cast 
were not competent either in voice or in 
stylé to sing Mozart’s music. Mr. Kloepfer, 
in particular, came to grief in Sarastro’s 
air, ‘‘In diesen Heiligen Hallen,”’ so that 
Mr. Moitl had to stop the orchestra and at- 
tempt to put him upon the pitch. More- 
over, his voice in vohume and quality 
seemed far from carrying out the promises 
held out by his admirable singi ast Sat- 
urday afternoon of King Marke’s music 
in ‘Tristan und Iselde.’’ Mr. Goritz sa 
very presentable Papageno.- Thé three boys 
were.a discouraging feature of the per- 
formance in their invariable departure from 
the pitch, It is more gratifying to recall 
the brilliancy-of Mme. mbrich's achieve- 
ments, the spirit of Mr. Dippel’s acting, 
and the intelligence and smoothness of his 
singing, though he lacks the voice to make 
the music sound as it should. Mr. Mottl 
carried the performance through with un- 
common verve. 

* Die Zauberfléte’’’ was written by Mozart 
for a German text, and the restoration of 
it to the performance was undertaken as 
an act of piety by Mr. Mottl. The piety 
was less evident in other respects than in 
the language, and the performance e¢annot 
be set down as one of the successful ones 
of the-season. The opera is no more in- 
telligible to the human understanding in 
German than it is in Italian, although the 
connecting’ dialogue is spoken instead of 
sung as recitative. The audience settled 
itself down, as it always has to, to wit- 
nessing this strange phantasmagoria of 
Oriental scenes and’ fantastic adventure 
with a mind open te enjoying the beauties 
of Mozart’s music that are imbedded so 
strikingly in the incomprehénsiblé structure 
of the opera. The rapid succession of 
Stage pictures and the delightful as- 
semblage of beasts and reptiles were the 
same as haye been displayed in the pre- 
vious productions of the opera. Jn- 
fortunately some of the scenic effects were 
mismanaged last evening. ‘‘Die Zauber- 
fléte’’ has happily no ethical or philo- 
sophical significance that needs to be dis- 
entangled from the tortuous course of its 
action, and, though it is supposed by the 
learned to contain certain elements Ma- 
sonic symbolism, it is in its essence nothing 
more than dozens of other fairy plays-with 
music that were popular. in. Vienna in t 
last years of the eighteenth Gentury an 
that have all vanished from the face of 
the earth except this, which has been :pre- 
served by the immortal music provided for 
t by Mozart. The ee an of its per- 
formance is one that taxes the resources 
of any operatic establishment, and the 
success of the attempt last evening was 
by no means an unclouded one,

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RUSSIA IN MANCHURIA. 

Among the bewildering variety of the 
rumors of wars, it seems to be true that 
Russia has given the Powers some as- 
Surance that she will respect any rights 
that they may have in Manchuria «:nder 
treaty with China. It seems also to be 
true that she has declined to enter into 
any arrangement with Japan about 
Manchuria, on the ground that that 
country belongs to China. Finally, it 
seems to be true that she has insisted all 
along, in her negotiations with Japan, 
that her “ preponderant position” and 
her “special interests” in Manchuria 
shall be recognized. 

How these various positions are to be 
reconciled with one another is the ques- 
tion which some Power ought to be able 
to put to Russia with the expectation of 
getting an answer. We know what 2 
“sphere of influence” is. It is a claim 
set up by a Power to exclusive privileges 
in the territory of another, the sover- 
eignty of that other being to that extent 
denied or impaired. Does Russia main- 
tain that she has such a sphere of in- 
fluence in Manchuria? If she does, how 
can she refer remonstrants against her 
proceedings to China, having by her own 
acts proclaimed and proved that. the 
Chinese sovereignty to which she appeals 
is not complete? If, on the contrary, 
China is sovereign over Manchuria, Rus- 
sia can have no “special position” in 
that province except what may be se- 
cured to her by producible treaties with 
the sovereign power. In so far as these 
privileges are commercial, every nation 
which has a treaty with China contain- 
ing “the most favored nation clause” 
can demand the extension of those priv- 
fleges to itself, so far as they are prac- 
tically extensible. It is impossible that 
they should guarantee to Russia the 
right, under pretense of guarding her 
railway, or under any other pretense, to 
overrun and possess a Chinese province 
and to occupy and fortify such places 
in it as she may select. Such a treaty, 
made by China, would be an abdication 
of Chinese sovereignty ever the province, 
It would convert into an impudent 
mockery Russia’s reference to Peking of 
Power: remonstrating against Russia’s 
Own. aggressive proceedings. 

Not merely Japan, but all the commer- 
cial world, is entitled to a clear state- 
ment by Russia of what, exactly, her 
claim to a “special” or “ preponder- 
ant” position in Manchuria means and 
{ncludes.

THE YALE PETITION. 


The petition which a number of Yale 
professors have sent to the Senate of the 
United States through Senator Hoar is 
temperate, founded on well-established 
facts, logical, excellent in motive, and— 
negligible, so far as concerns the Presi- 
dent and the majority of Senators needed 
for the ratification of the treaty with 
Panama, 

The petitioners include Prof. Woo.sey, 
the well-known authority in international 
law; Dean Rocers of the Law School, 
and many other professors. They ask 
that the treaty with Panama and our 
action in Panama be “ subjected to care- 
ful and deliberate investigation, to the 
end not only that the Republic may do no 
wrong, but that its good repute in the 
world, which is dearer than any gain of 
lands or trade, should suffer no loss.” 
On the day that this petition was for- 
warded to the Senate Secretary Hay sent 
his last word to Seflor Rpyus, the envoy 
of Colombia, practically informing him 
that the case against his Government 
was closed, and that the United States 
would pay no further attention to claims 
based on our action in Panama. It is the 
old, wicked, cruel plea with which the 
world became so familiar in the days of 
the Dreyfus affair, the plea of “ chose 
jugée.” A wrong done cannot be undone. 
The victim should have applied sooner, 


though there is no intimation that the 


result would have been different. 

All that the Yale professors dr the rest 
of us who are pained and apprehensive as 
to the action of the Executive in this 
matter cam do is to await the course of 
events.. At present there appears to be no 
public opinion which the President and 
the Benate feel themselves bound to re- 
spect demanding a halt in the scheme. 
It may ‘come later. In the meantime the 
discussion. will go on and these petition- 
ers are of a class well fitted to conduct it.

THE INSURANCE OF THEATRES. 


Recent correspondence in these columns 
on the relation of the fire insurance 
companies to theatres is instructive, no 
doubt, but it does not answer the ques- 
tion which suggests itself to every intel- 
ligent man not a fire underwriter, Why 
is it that theatres so built and equipped 
as to be veritable firetraps, and doomed 
sooner or later to be eviscerated by con- 
flagration, even though their walls re- 
main standing, are able to cover them- 
selves by insurance? 

The letter of Mx. JoHN R. WatTeERs, in 
our issue of yesterday, does not make 
this point clear to the average under- 
standing. The Ircquois may, as Mr. 
WATERS says, have been a very good 
tisk from the fire insurance point of 
view, in that the building was not 
structurally destroyed; but as the rule 
theatres in which fires occur are wholly 
and very rapidly destroyed, and yet they 
are ordinarily covered by heavy insur- 
ance. How is it that these firetraps can 
shift their risks upon the public as easily 
as they seem able to do? 

The fire underwriter to whom this 
question is put is likely to reply that 
there is a rate at which everything may 
be insured; that in the competition for 
business the companies are confronted 
with the question what they can get 
rather than what they will take; that 
husiness declined by one company will 
probably be taken by another, and that 
if a company can get premiums enough it 
can always meet its losses. The answers 
which naturally suggest themselves to 
the propositions above summarized are: 
(1) That the insurance companies do not 
get the rates on any kind of business 
which make unsafe risks profitable; (2) 
that a company which gives more heed 
to the volume than the quality of its 
business is badly managed; (3) that it 
should be quite satisfactory to a busi- 
ness man to see his unfriendly competitor 
take business which he deems it prudent 
to decline; (4) that while to carry insur- 
ance hazards in a speculative way might 
be profitable if all the business of this 
kind could be had, taking a small part of 
it necessarily loads the premiums on 
business of a better class and thus im- 
poses a substantial hardship upon those 
who safeguard against fire. \ 

How much respect the man of good 
business intelligence is able to feel for 
the management of an insurance com- 
pany which accepts bad risks to keep 
others from getting them may be judged 
from the confidence he would feel in a 
bank which discounted everything of- 
fered it for fear some other bank would 
do so. The quickest and most effective 
reform for existing conditions in average 
theatre construction and management 
would result from the unconditional re- 
fusal of the fire insurance companies to 
underwrite any risks of this character in 
which every reasonable precaution 
against fire had not been taken. It is a 
grave question whether the fire insurance 
system, by reason of the encouragement 
it offers to dangerous construction 
through cheap insurance, is not vastly 
more hurtful than beneficial to the com- 
munity. The mutual companies have 
shown that the first object of a well-con- 
ducted insurance system is to minimize 
losses. his done insurance is cheap for 
the insured and profitable to the insurer, 
and the net gain to the public is ex- 
pressed in millions of dollars savéd annu- 
ally which would otherwise have been 
destroyed.

FOR “A WHITE AUSTRALIA.” 

Messrs. OswaLp P. Law and W. T. 
GILL, two Australian writers who date 
from “Ballarat, Victoria,” contribute 
‘to the current number of The Nineteenth 
Century an interesting article entitled, 
“A White Australia; What It Means.” 
It means, it seems, that the Australians 
who join in the demand intend to keep 
the island continent for European immi- 
grants and their descendants. These 
they invite and welcome; all others they 
mean to exclude. And their use of the 
adjective “white” is more restrictive 
than the mere use of it would denote. 
They mean to confine it to persons who, 
as one Australian statesman put it, “ be- 
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long to the Aryan race and the Chris- 7 
tian faith.” 

The emergency does not seem, on the 
statistics given in this article, to be as 
yet very urgent. The total population of 
the six federated States of Australia, 
including aborigines, is 3,771,715. There 
are 33,231 Chinese residents, in addition 
to a number of Japanese, Kanakas, Ja- 
vanese, Cingalese, and Malays, all told, 
including the Chinese, estimated at 100,- 
000. This does not seem an alarming 
proportion. But it is to be remembered, 
on the one hand, that of the total popu- 
lation, only one million are adult males, 
while practically all the yellow and 
brown residents are so, and the hybridi- 
zation which might be expected has al- 
ready begun to be not only perceptible, 
but conspicuous. Then also it is the dis- 
tricts immediately exposed to the influx 
which receive much more than their 
share of it, just as, with us, there is 
practically no “Chinese question” ex- 
cepting upon the Pacific Slope, And the 
white population of Australia is, far 
more than our own, confined to the de- 
scendants of inhabitants of the British 
Islands, the small German element, al- 
most confined to South Australia and 
Queensland, being almost negligible, 
while the yellow and brown elements are 
most noticeable in New South Wales, 
Queensland, and the Northern Territory. 

So long ago as 1888, Sir HenRY 
PARKES, then Premier of New South 
Wales, in moving the second reading of 
the Chinese Exclusion act, declared that 
no young country could maintain the 
fabric of its liberties if it admitted as 
immigrants “any class of persons whom 
we are not prepared to advance to all 
our franchises, to all our privileges of 
citizens, and to all our social rights, in- 
cluding the rights of marriage.” And 
another Australian statesman, while ag- 
mitting the economic advantage of em- 
ploying the yellow and brown laborers, 
declared that it were “ better to leave 
our resources undeveloped than develop 
them by colored labor, which is only 
cheap because of the lower conditions of 
life accepted by laborers who degrade 
the social tone of the whole community.” 
"We are familiar with this line of dis- 
cussion. As might be expected, the prob- 
lem presented by our thirteen millions of 
Afro-Americans has been repeatedly re- 
ferred to in the Australian debate, as has 
also the hybridization in the South 
American republics, and the difficulties 
imposed upon South Africa by tlie pre- 
ponderance of blacks, in Cape Colony,’ 
and especially in Natal. But the Aus- 
tralian remedy is more interesting to us 
than the Australian diagnosis. Under 
the advice of Mr, CHAMBERLAIN, an edu- 
cational test was imposed in the Immi- 
gration Restriction act of 1901. Without 
giving offense to any nation by making 
invidious distinctions against its “na- 
tionals,” this measure has been entirely 
successful in keeping out undesirable im- 
migration, It is not stated whether the 
educational test is applied as to the 
English language, but in any case it is 
effective. Not one European has been 
kept out by it, and only 10 out of 2,571 
others who attempted to enter have suc- 
eeeded in passing it. In fact, the ship 
owners now take the matter into their 
own hands, refusing to convey intending 
immigrants who cannot pass at the port 
of embarkation the test which will be 
applied at the port of arrival. This ex- 
perience of Australia ought to be of 
value to us. ; 


CORROSION OF ARCHITECTURAL 
STEEL. 


The Insurance Experiment Station, in 
Boston, under the direction of Dr, Ep- 
WARD ATKINSON, publishes a report by 
Prof. CHARLEs L. NoRTON recounting the 
results of tests of steel cérrosion under 
conditions as closely simulating those of 
actual use as could be created in a labor- 
atory and be made operative within a 
reasonable time. Each specimen of this 
series was cleaned, cut to the proper 
length, and incased in Portland cement 
concrete of various compositions, The 
concrete was allowed to set twenty-four 
hours in’ air and seven days in water, 
after which their exposure was as severe 
as could be devised, After varying 
lengths of time the cement casings were 
broken and the incélosed metal-cleaned, 
weighed, and calipered. The conclusions 
to which these experiments point are 
summarized by Prof. Norton as follows: 

It would therefore seem that if we admit 
that from a severe trial of a short dura- 
tion we may judge relatively of the effects 
of the less severe but longer test of time, 
it cannot be questioned that structural steel 
is safe from corrosion if incased in a sound 
sheet of good concrete, at least for a period 
of years so long as to make the subject of 
more interest to our great-grandchildren’s 
children than to us. We know that bare 
steel does not rust and fall down over 
night, and that much of the steel standing 
has been bare of everything that could 
protect it, for long years, and it seems to 
me beyond question that steel properly 
covered in concrete may well be expected 
to last far longer than the changes in our 
cities will allow any building to remain. 

Prof. NorToNn points out the necessity 
for thorough mixing, but dismisses as 
negligible the point made against cinder 
concrete that the sulphur it carries fa- 
vors corrosion. That a thin coat of rust 
acts as a protection to a steel surface is a 
mischievous error. It does nothing of the 
kind. On the contrary, if rust once starts 
it is extremely difficult to stop it. 

Prof. NortTon’s conclusions are not 
new, but his work has emphasized them 
and given them new value. As to elec- 
trolysis Dr. ATKINSON in a prefatory note 
to Prof. NORTON’s report says: 

Whether or not the steel footings or sup- 
ports of high buildings, when imbedded in 
damp ground, may be corroded by electrol- 
ysis from leaking currents from,an electric 
trolley track, is a problem which requires 
immediate solution. If there is such a dan- 
ger it may perhaps be met in existing 
buildings by incasing the footings of such 
buildings in an asphalt concrete, absolutely 
impervious to moisture. Dry steel may 
carry electric currents without injury. The 
electrolysis or dissociation of the steel oc-

lest they cause danger in steel-framed 
buildings above the footings or supports. 

These conclusions are more comfort- 
ing and less sensational than were ex- 
pected. Those who use steel wisely in 
construction build to last; those who do 
not will contribute something to the sum 
of human knowledge at the cost of those 
who employ them,

A GAMBLERS’ REVOLT. 

The interesting accaunt we gave yes- 
terday morning as to the split in the 
ranks of the professional gamblers in this 
city diseloses a state of facts quite log- 
ically resulting from the policy appars. 
ently adopted by the new administration. 
During the supremacy of the “ syndi- 
cate,”” when protection, real or pretended, 
was sold, it was inevitable that much 
money was “given up” for which no 
real return was secured. The business of 
selling and buying safety in the violation 
of the law is naturally incapable of that 
accurate and trustworthy regulation that 
prevails in other pursuits, Behind the 
veil of secrecy which is maintained any 
amount of cheating besides that of the 
public is possible and the temptation to 
it is very strong. If there is for the pres- 
ent to be no protection the traffic will 
die out. But the smaller victims of it 
while it lasted have not much hope of re- 
couping their losses, All they can do is 
to protest. and possibly to expose those 
who have swindled them in their corrupt 
dealings in the past. 

Such an outcome is not likely to have 
any effect on the administration. If it 
has made up its mind to stop the sale of 
protection to gamblers, from whatever 
motives and for whatever time, it can do 
it, no matter how much the smaller or 
the larger gamblers kick against its pol- 
icy. The theory, very generally accepted, 
that this policy is to be maintained until 
after the Presidential and State elections 
this Autumn, and will then be changed, 
may or may not be correct. Time will 
tell. But so long as the policy is carried 
out as vigorously as it has been for a 
few days the decent part of the public 
will be thankful and will not withhold 
from the Mayor or his Commissioner of 
Police the credit that is honestly their 
due. If the policy is relaxed or aban- 
doned the discredit will be all the greater 
because it will have been shown that it 
can be enforced if the authorities choose 
to enforce it, 


AIR SAILING. 

If M, Santos-Dumont, now in this 
country, comes in the capacity of a show- 
man, to amuse the crowds at the St. 
Louis Exposition, he may have a fair 
measure of the kind of success which 
showmen desire and appreciate, The 
chief interest which the tests of flying 
machines will have for the visitors to the 
fair grows out of the probability that a 
majority of the machines tested will go to 
pieces in one way or another and spill 
their conductors. Even among those who 
would regret such an accident, a great 
many would probably confess that if it 
must happen they would#like to see it. 

The chande of capitalizing aerial trans- 
portation is not by any means good in 
this practical community. As yet the 
automobile is sufficiently dangerous to 
satisfy all reasonable ambitions in the 
matter of foolhardiness. When it has 
been made quite safe our contingent of 
persons afflicted with motor madness 
may take to ballooning; but that is still 
a long way off. The automobile offers so 
many and yarious opportunities for self- 
destruction that until its possibilities 
have been exhausted there will be no 
eager demand for anything else in the 


way of a mechanical fool-killer,

—An amateur observer of important 
trifles has tried to utilize the opportunity 
provided by several journeys made by him 
daily in an elevator car decorated on two 
sides with mirrors by studying the relative 
tendencies of men and women to contem- 
plate their own images. For a long time, 
he says, it seemed to him that there was 
no particular difference. The men did not 
scorn and the women did not seek a re- 
flected joy very often, and about as many 
of the one as of the other took advantage 
of an accidental confrontation. After a 
time, however, he thought he discovered 
that, while the men looked at Themselves 
in the glass, subjectively, as it were, and 
seemingly with a view to confirming past 
conclusions, favorable or unfavorable, as 
to their general appearance, the women 
looked at the details of an object con- 
sidered impersonally, and almost invaria- 
bly acted on the information thus acquired 
—pushing into place a stray lock of hair, 
for instance, or readjusting a neck ribbon. 
If these observations are accurate, they in- 
dicate that the self-consciousness of men 
is more persistent than that of women, and 
that, either from conceit or modesty, they 
bother less about the accidental, as dis- 
tinguished from the permanent, of personal 
appearance. Whether it is conceit or 
whether it is modesty is a problem the 
solution of which would be difficult be- 
cause such words have so many meanings. 
By ordinary usage, however, more of van- 
ity is implied by this description of what the 
men see.in the looking-glass than in that 
of what the women see, and yet most men 
would say, and in our opinion truly, that 
they think very infrequently of themselves 
as spectacles for others, and they @o not 
bring that charge against a fellow-man ex- 
cept when they are prepared to endure the 
consequences of inflicting a rather sérious 
affront. And, being a man, the observer 
whose conclusions we have recorded may 
be all wrong in his theory as to what it is 
the women look at when they study the 
glass. The question does not lack a cer- 
tain interest, but it is of a kind that does 
not excite the feminine mind to activity 
and revelations, so the more inquisitive 
half of humanity has small chance of get- 
ting the matter settled.

—Dr. S. G. Tracy of this city, writing 
in The New York Medical Journal, makes 
the interesting suggestion that the thera- 
peutic value of radium may He largely, if 
not: chiefly, in its power to confer a part 
of its own radio-activity to other stb- 
stances, some of them when in solution. 
Dr. Tracy had found that the solution of 
common salt for which physicians already 
have so many uses is one of the best 
media for the manifestation of this phe- 
nomenon, and with tubes of it that have 
been exposed to the action of radium he has 
succeeded in making photographs but little 
less distinct than those produced by the 
direct action of the metal. More important, 
from the physician’s point of view, is the 
fact, as he has proved by experiment, that 
a tube of the excited salt solution will pre- 
vent for some time the growth of the low 
organisms in their favorite “ cultures.” 
These experiments, he says, “ offer reason- 
able ground for hope that, in this way, it 
(the solution) may be therapeutically ad- 
ministered internally, and the fight against 
bacterial disease be waged directly in the 
tissues affected,’ through the agency of the 
blood and lymph circulations and the vari- 
ous internal secretions. It is true that such 
retention of properties in the radium fluid 
is only temporary, but the process of manu- 
facture is so simple that when radium is 
available in greater quantity than at pres- 
ent, there will be no difficulty in any suit- 
able case in keeping up the supply of fresh- 
ly prepared and active solution.” Here is 
what looks like a big idea, for obviously the 
salt solution can be applied in many ways 
and places where the use of radium is not 
possible or expedient. 


——In reading the accounts ofthe effort 
made to save a sailor who fell overboard 
from the New York, one’s attention is apt to 
be distracted from the heroism of the officer 
who swam to the rescue to the asserted fact 
that when he was within a few feet of the 
drowning man he had to be pulled back be- 
cause he had reached the end of the rope 
connecting him with the steamer. We 
have tried in vain to realize the existence of 
a vessel of any sort so ill-provided with 
lines that a new one could not Have been 
bent on to the one carried by the would-be 
rescuer, and yet all the accounts we have 
éxamined, including our own, declare that 
if the rope had been longer the sailor 
would have been saved. If that is true, 
the wonders of the sea have surpassed 
themselves.

GEN. REYES QUITS CAPITAL| 
Colombian Envoy Admits Failure 
and Will Go Home at Once. 


Told by Mr. Hay That Panama Cannot 
Be Restored to His Country—Threat 
to Publish Correspondence. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 12.—Gen. Reyes, the 
special envoy from Colombia to the United 
States, left here at midnight to take @ 
steamship at New York for Cartagena on 
Saturday. He had an hour’s talk with Mr. 
Hay yesterday morning and sent the Secre- 
tary a note in the afternoon. saying fare- 
well, 

Gen. Reyes recognizes that his mission 
has not wrought any ehange whatever in 
the situation on the Isthmus, and that Co- 
lombia is no nearer a solution of the prob- 
blem which the rejection of the Hay-Her- 
ran treaty brought upon her than at any 
time previous. While the failure of his 
mission is said to be the reason why Gen. 
Reyes returns to Colombia at this time, it 
is known that another reason exists in the 
fact that his election as President of the 
republic seems to be imperiled by recent 
developments throughout the eastern part 
of Colombia. 

‘There was no question two months ago of 
the popularity of Gen. Reyes, and his elec- 
tion was regarded as a foregone con- 
clusion. In the interval the rise of an an- 
gry public feeling against the United States 
and in part against him and others who 
have counseled peace has intervened to his 
disadvantage. 

This movement has gained such headway 
that it now promises to result in the elec- 
tion by the Electoral College of some other 
candidate for President, a result which 
would possibly hazard the peace and good 
order of the republic. Gen, Reyes and the 
intelligent leaders of public opinion in the 
country do not want war with the United 
States. They believe that if any advantage 
is to be gained from the wreck of affairs 
that now exist it must be obtained through 
pacific measures, by friendly negotiation, 
or by arbitration. 

For the time being Dr. Herran will remain 
here as Chargé d’Affaires, but he long ago 
applied for leave of absehce, and desires to 
return home to look after business inter- 
ests which have been long neglected. Both 
Gen, Reyes and Dr, Herran recognize the 
fact that there is a strong feeling in some 
parts of Colombia against them for their 
efforts to counsel peace. They, however, 
express the determination to keep their 
countrymen from going to war with the 
United* States in a struggle which they 
think would be fatuous and suicidal. 

Gen. Reyes was told firmly yesterday by 
Secretary Hay that there was no possible 
hope for the restoration of Colombian sov- 
ereignty on the Isthmus, if for no other 
reason, for that alone which appears in the 
fact that nearly all the civilized world has 
recognized the new republic. The prospect 
for an indemnity was characterized as 
nearly if not quite as forbidding. 

With the return to Colombia of Dr. Her- 
ran in the course of a few weeks the lega- 
tion here will be closed for a time. The 
legation archives have already been packed 
and removed with a view to this course. 

It is stated that Gen. Reyes has threat- 
ened to publish the correspondence between 
himself and the State Department if the de- 
partment does not see fit to send it to the 
Sénate or make it public. 


COLLEGE MEN ON PANAMA. 


Request Senate to Delay Ratification of 
the Treaty Till the, Subject Has 
Been Carefully Investigated. 


NEW HAVEN, Jan. 11.—Twenty promi- 
nent citizens of New Haven, headed by 
Prof. Theodore 8. Woolsey, Professor of 
International Law at Yale University, have 
signed and forwarded to United States Sen- 
ator Hoar of Massachusetts a petition ask- 
ing that the Senate defer formal ratifica- 
tion of the Hay-Varilla treaty, and that 
this country’s action in Panama be sub- 
jected to careful and deliberate investiga- 
tion, 

Among the signers of the petition are 
Franklin Carter, formerly President of 
Williams College; Henry Wade Rogers, 
Dean of the Yale Law School; Frank K. 
Sanders, Dean of the Yale Divinity School, 
and Profs, William G. Sumner and John C. 
Schwab of the department of political econ- 
omy at Yale. 

After declaring that there is a recognized 
body of law which ought to govern the 
conduct of nations irrespective of their 
strength, the petition says that a belief 


has arisen in the minds of many in this 


country and abroad “that in our dealings 
with the State of Colombia we have violated 
and are about to violate the rules of inter- 
national law, and that we are adopting a 
line of conduct toward that country which 
we would not have taken against a stronger 
power.” 

In conclusion the petition says: “‘ We 
therefore respectfully ask that before final 
ratification of the Hay-Bunau Varilla 
treaty our action in Panama bé carefully 
and deliberately investigated to the end

BUCHANAN IS MINISTER. 


Motion for Reconsideration Laid Upon 
the Table— McCreary Votes 
with Republicans. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—In executive 
session to-day the Senate, on motion of 
Senator Lodge, laid upon the table Senator 
Morgan’s resolution to reconsider the con- 
firmation of the nomination of W, I, Bu- 
chanan to be Minister to the Republic of 
Panama. This has the effect of finally 
confirming the nomination. 

As soon as the resolution was taken up 
Senator Morgan presented a protest against 
the confirmation, covering the points which 
he has made against the recognition of 
Panama as a nation. Senator Lodge’s mo- 


tion was carried by a vote of 38 to 16, Sen- 
ator McCreary, emocrat, of Kentucky, 
voting with the Republicans. 
By this action Mr. Buchanan now has full 
ower to act for this Government in all 
iplomatic exchanges between the United 
States and the new republic.

IDENTIFYING SHIPYARD BONDS; 


Method Originally Employed Would 
Have Occupled 122 Days, So Shorter 
Way Was Adopted. 


Half a dozen men in their shirt sleeveg 
were busy yesterday piling up and essort- 
ing big bundles of paper representing 
just $10,000,000. This bit of 'longshoreman’s 
work was accomplished in the great steel 
vault of the Standard Trust Company at 
25 Broad Street, and represented a step 
in the foreclosure proceedings instituted by 
the New York Security and Trust Com- 
pany and Charles M. Schwab against the 
the United States Shipbuilding Company 
and James Smith, Jr., the receiver. 

The purpose df holding yesterday’s ses~ 
sion of the suit at the offices of the 
Trust Company was to identify and mark 
as evidence the 10,000 $1,000 bonds’of the 
mortgage, 9,993 of which are owned by 
Mr. Schwab, which were locked up in 
one of the vaults of the Trust Company. 

The bonds, tied up in three big paper- 
covered parcels, each weighing about fifty. 
pounds, were brought up from the inner- 
most vaults by Oliver Wrenn, secretary to 
Mr. Schwab, and an assistant, and were 
placed temporarily in the big steel safe in 
the trust company’s rooms. The hearing 
was held at a big table set close to the 
door of the safe. Two guards stood inside 
the grating door of the safe and two other 


men stood guard outside, while numerous 
clerks stood about and kept watch on the 
big bundles of paper. 

ommissioner Shields arrived finally, and 
the bonds were ordered to be brought out. 
Each bond consisted of a single e yed 
sheet in green, to which was attached a 
sheet of thirty-eight coupons, each repre- 
senting $25. in semi-annual interest at 5 
per cent. From each bond had been cut 
two coupons, one set.of which had been 
taken up in February of last year, the 
other representing the lot on which the 
phipyard Company defaulted in August of 

st year. 

The bonds were piled on the table, 
$1,000,000 at a time, until the pie was four 
feet high. Then Louis Marshall of Gug- 
genheimer, Untermyer & Marshall, repre- 
senting the defendant company, called for 
Bond No. 1. Two clerks took off their coats 
and spent several minutes toes about 
valuable pepers in fifty-pournd lots. The 
desired bond was found after a while, and 
witnesses were called to identify the bonds, 
one by one, One of the lawyers:made a 
calculation and found that it would take 
122: days, 1 hour, and_ 5 minutes to finish 
the job, and protested against so slow a 
system. 

After some argument it was agreed that 
a schedule of the bonds should be made 
out, taking them in erours of fifty, and 
that persons to identify each signature on 
each nd should test by means of the 
schedule. Mr. Marshall’ consented to an 
adjournment until Thursday morning’ at 11 
o’clock, when the hearing will be resumed 
at the Standard Trust Company’s building.

CLIMAX OF THE SEASON 


Brilliant Annual Function at Her 
Fifth Avenue Mansion, 


All Fashionable New York in Attendance 
—The Dancing Preceded by a Re- 
ception and Supper. 


Mrs. Astor gave her annual ball last 
evening at her residence, 842 Fifth Avenue. 
This entertainment is always the most 
notable of the Winter, and it marks the 
climax of the season. As a gathering, it 
is the most representative of New York 
society. Although Mrs. Astor is very con- 
servative, her list always includes not 
only the very fashionable element, the 
leading old families, but also any distin- 
guished foreigners or visitors to New York. 
Every now and then the list is revised and 
kept up to date, but there never have been 
any extreme changes. 

The second Monday in January has been 
for years the date selected by Mrs. Astor 
for this function. Many of her guests go 
to the Opera before the ball, and it is never 
much before midnight when the guests be- 
gin to arrive. 

In each and every detail Mrs. Astor's 
ball is distinctive. Everything is done in 
the most perfect taste. There is never 
much elaborate floral decoration, and what 
there is is always confined to the entrance 
hall and vestibule, while in the other apart- 
ments are placed large vases filled with 
American Beauty roses, the blooms which 
Mrs. Astor herself introduced to society 
years ago, and which have ever since been 
her favorites. The art gallery, or ballroom, 
is one of the handsomest in the world. It 
is here always where the dancers assem- 
ble after exchanging greetings with their 
hostess, who always receives alone in the 
drawing room. The hour before supper 
is devoted to the reception and to general 
dancing. 

Last evening was the occasion of the 
eighth ball which Mrs. Astor has given 
Since the new house was built. The house 
was finished and opened with a reception 
at the end of January, 1896, and Mrs. Astor 
held her first ball there on the evening of 
Feb. 2 of the same year. As has always 
been the custom, the houses of both Mrs. 
Astor and Col. John Jacob Astor, her son, 
were thrown open and made into one. Ow- 
ing to the recent death of her mother, Mrs.

AMERICA’S ACADEMY IN ROME. 
King Victor, Emmanuel and Queen 


Helena Inspect and Highly Praige 
the Work of the Students. 


ROME, Jan. 11.—King Victor Emmanuel 
and Queen Helena to-day visited the ex- 
hibition of the work of the students of the 
American Academy. , 

The sovereigns, who were accompanied 
by the Duchess of Ascoli and Gen. Brusati, 
were “received at the Villa Aurora, the 
home of the academy, by Ambassador and 
Mrs. Meyer; H. Siddons Mowbray, director 
of the academy, and Mrs. Mowbray; For- 
eign Minister Tittoni, United States Consul 
General De Castro, Prince Colonna, Mayor 
of Rome, anf various other notabilities. 
The King, and Queen attentively examined 
the exhibits, which filled five rooms beau- 
tifully decorated. The original works and 
copies by the students included sixty paint- 
ings, twenty-four architectural drawings, 
and eight pieces of sculpture. 

The exhibition was pronounced to be 
highly creditable to America. Especially 
noticeable were a section of the Casa 
Nuova at Pompeii by John Russell Pope, 
a plan of the Baths of Caracalla by H. 8. 
Aldrich, a copy of the ceiling of the Mas- 
simo Palace by J. W. Hoover, a decorative 
panel, “‘The Three Fates,” by A. T. 5S. 
Wantz; a copy of ‘‘ The Annunciation” of 
Filippino Lippi by R. K. Ryland, and a 
circular relief, “ Acniiies Mourning Patro- 
clus,” by Charles Keck. 

The KingYand Queen also greatly admired 
a room filled with decorations intended 
for the University Club library, New York, 
by Mr. Mowbray. This work includes for- 
ty-two paintings, besides ornaments in re- 
lief. 

Replying to a question by the King, Mr, 
Mowbray said he was soon going to New

JOHN YOUNG BROWN DEAD. 


Ex-Governor of Kentucky Dies at Hen- 
derson, Aged Sixty-nine Years. 


HENDERSON, Ky., Jan. 11.—Ex-Gov. 
John Young Brown died here to-day at an 
advanced age. In 1875, while Congressman, 
he became widely known through “a denun- 
ciation of Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, who, 
as Military Governor of New Orleans, was 
distasteful to the Southern people. For 
this service Gov. Brown received a vote of 
censure, but the next Congress expunged 
it from the records. He was one of the 
first men to take a stand against the 
merger of competing railroads. 


On June 28, 1835, John Young Brown was 
born in Hardin County, Ky., and was grad- 
uated from Centre College at the age of 
sixteen. Mr. Brown went to Danville, Ky., 
where he married Miss Lucy Barbee, who 
died less than a year later, 

It was in 1859, when he was present as a 
spectator at the Democratic Convention 
at Springfield, Washington County, called 
to nominate-a candidate for Congress, that 
Mr. Brown unexpectedly received his first 
Congressional nomigation, 

When Congress met Mr. Brown lacked 
three months of being the age required of 
Congressmen by law, and so the district 
was unrepresented in the lower house of 
Congress until the young man became of 
legal age and was able to take his seat, 

After the close of thdt session Mr. Brown 


resumed his law practice until 1868, when 
he was elected to represent the district in 
the Fortieth Congress. Once again, how- 
ever, a seat was refused him because of 
political disabilities. In 1873 he was again 
elected, and retained his seat for two years, 

In 1891 Mr. Brown was elected Governor 
of Kentucky. His career in this office was 
one of continual fighting with the Legis- 
lature. He was “ for re-election, and 
W. O. Bradley, the Republican nominee, re- 
ceived the greatest number of votes any 
Republican candidate has ever received in 
Kentucky, and was elected. In 1899 he op- 
posed Gov. Goebel for the executive office 
of the State and was defeated. 


YOUNG ACTOR’S SUDDEN DEATH. 


George Osborne, Jr., Passes Away While 
on Tour. 


DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 11.—George Os- 
borne, Jr., of New York, a member of the 
“@aptain Barrington "’ company, which is 
to play at the Avenue Theatre here this 
week, died to-day from a complication of 
diseases. He was a son of the celebrated 
character actor George Osborne, and was 
twenty-five years old. 

Miss Eugenie Hayden, his fiancée, a 


member of the same company, is prostrated 
by the shock of his death.

William A. Woodhull, a retired wholesale 
grocer, a lifelong New Yorker, and one of 
the few surviving members of the old Vol- 
unteer Fire Department, died yesterday at 
Roosevelt Hospital after a long illness 
caused by intestinal and kidney trouble.

He retired from active busi- 
ness life fifteen years ago. 

He was a member of the Oceana Hose 
Company of the Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment from 1850 to 1851, and Past Master 
of Kane Lodge, F. and A. M., and a mem- 
ber of the Manhattan Club. He leaves a 
brother, the Rev. Dr. George S. Woodhuill 
of naw, Mich., and a sister Miss Caro- 
line T. Woodhull, with whom he lived at 100 
West One Hundred and Fourteenth Street.

_ Owing to the fact that the Mayor, Cor- 
PpOMAtion Counsel, and Controller cannot 
@gree upon a definite plan of action con- 
cerning the conduct of The City Record, 
no meeting of the Board of City Record has 
@s yet been called by Mayor McClellan. 

Both the Mayor and Corporation Counsel 
Delany are in favor of making Patrick J. 
Tracy the Supervisor of The City Record, 
and of having Charles S. Hervey, who has 
ovecupied that position since the resignation 
of Philip Cowen in August, retire and re- 
sume his former duties in the Finance De- 
partment. Controller Grout, however, de- 
sires to have Mr. Hervey, who is a protégé 
of his and an old newspaper man, retain 
his position in charge of the citv publica- 
tion, as he believes that Mr. Hervey has 
made a good record in the office and should 
be retained. The three men are still dead- 
locked, with no apparegt chance of coming 
to-an agreement. 

As the Mavor and the Corporation Coun- 
sel form a majority of the Board of City 
Record, they could go ahead and name Mr. 
Tracy, but they desire to win over Mr. 
Grout and have a unanimous vote, instead 
of encountering the vigorous protest of the 
Controller. in the open board, which would 
be made as things nuw stand, were the 
majority members to proceed. 

Mr. Tracy is a compositor on The New 
York Law Journal and is a member of 
Typographical Union No. 6. He has the 
unofficial indorsement of “Big Six” 
and of other labor organizations for the 
place, which pays $5,000 salary. He is a 
member of the Anawanda Club, the Tam- 
many organization in the Highteenth As- 
sembly District, and Charles F. Murphy, the 
Tammany leader, who also is the district 
leader in the Highteentn, is understood to 
be back oi Tracy for The City Record post. 

Both the Mayor and the Corporation 
Counsel are understood to favor Tracy, be- 
Yeving him to be a capable man. They 
also think that the position should be given 
to tle Tammany organization, as it wouid 
not throw Mr. Hervey out of employment, 
his former position in the Finance Depart- 
ment, that of Auditor of Accounts, at $4,000 
a year salary, having been held open at,the 


time Mr. Hervey went to The City Record 
office. This, they argue, would allow Mr. 
Hervey to go right back to his old place, 
and at the same time provide a place for 
Mr. Tracy. The Controller yesterday spent 
a long time with the Mayor, talking over 
the situation, and at the close is under- 
stood to have been as firmly opposed to 
removing Mr. Hervey as he was at the be- 
ginning. Mayor McClellan declined to have 
anything to say on the subject yesterday 
except that he,should call a meeting of the 
Board of City Record during the week. 

Controller Grout has clashed with the 
Tammany organization over some other 
matters during the last ten days. De- 
mands have been made on him to re- 
move some of his subordinates who have 
made themselves especially obnoxious to 
Tammany. These include Deputy Control- 
ler N. Taylor Phillips and ex-Senator Louis 
Munzinger, who is now the Marshal for 
the collection of arrears in personal taxes. 
Both men aided Devery at the last pri- 
maries in the Ninth District. Many other 
demands for heads of men in the Finance 
Department have been made by _ Tam- 
many authorities; but the Controller so 
far steadily has declined to make a single 
removal at the behest of the wigwam au- 
thorities. 

He also has declined to increase the 
salaries of some of the Murphy men who 
were cut when Mr. Grout went into 
the office two years ago. They petitioned 
to have their salaries restore to the 
former figures, but Mr. Grout has de- 
clined. Now many of them have applied 
for transfers to other departments. am- 
many men are predicting a, split between 
the Controller and the rest of the admin- 
istration within six months if the pres- 
ent course is adhered to by Mr. Grout. 


FRICTION “AMONG” ALDERMEN. 


Majority Members Think That Presi- 
dent Fornes Desires to Give Minor- 
ity Too Great Committee 
Representation. 


When the members of the new Board of 
Aldermen meet to-day the. committee an- 
nouncements will be made by President 
Fornes. During the last few days dis- 
satisfaction has been ill-concealed by the 
Tammany majority members because of 
the apparent desire on the part of Presi- 
dent Fornes to give the Republican. minor- 
ity a larger representation on the com- 
mittees than the Tammany men desired to 
have given to it. 

According to the ideas of the Tammany 
men, the President should put only two Re- 
publicans on each of the committees hav- 
ing nine members, and only one Republi- 
can on each of the committees having 
seven members. The Republicans: how- 
ever, desire three men on the nine-member 
committees and two men on the seven-mem- 
ber committees, and President Fornes has 
been more than favorably disposed to grant 
this, despite the smallness of the Republi- 
can minority and the protests of the Tam- 
miany men, 

Alderman McCall, the Tammany floor 
leader of the new board, had a conference 
yesterday afternoon with some of the Re- 
publican members, and after this it was 


said by some of the Tammany men that 
unless President Fornes recedes from his 
wa the naming of the committees may 

e taken out of his hands at to-day’s meet- 
ing and put into the hands of Vice Chair- 
man Sullivan, as’ the majority members of 
the board have the right to do. A further 
conference will be held at noon to-day to 
endeavor to arrive at a settlement before 
the board meets. 

In addition to this friction there is some 
more over the selection of a Chairman of 
the Railroad Committee.. Alderman ‘James 
E. Gaffney, who comes from Charles F. 
Murphy’s (Eighteenth) District, is the choice 
of some of the Tammany men to head this 
committee, while some others are inclined 
to the belief that Mr. Gaffney should not 
head the committee, on the ground that too 
many places should not go to /the Eigh- 
teenth District.

GROUT STPIKES AT MAXWELL. 


Prepares Two Bills for Legisiature, One 
of Which Would Deprive Superin- 
tendent of Royalties. 


As another move in his antagonism to 
Superintendent Maxwell and other officials 
of the Department of Education, Controller 
Grout has himself prepared two bills for 
introduction at the session of the Legisla- 
ture to-mcrrow, and ex-Senator Charles I.

FAVORS WHIPPING IN SCHOOLS. 


Dr. O’Brien’s Argument for Conporal 
Punishment—Children’s Court Is 
Criticised. 


Dr. Michael C. O’Brien of 161 West One 
Hundred and Twenty-second Street made 
an argument in favor of corporal punish- 
ment in the public schools of this city at 
last night’s meeting of the ‘Society of 
Medical Jurisprudence; held in the society’s 
rooms, Du Bois Hall, In the Academy of 
Medicine, at 17 West Forty-third. Street. 

‘“‘The* boys of to-day have of necessity 
to be treated to as rigid a system of pun- 


ishment as can consistently be adopted in. 


the public school system of our city. If 
we are to better the conditions which 
exist to-day among. these yourfg boys we 
must get back to the old system’ of cor- 
poral punishment. 

“There is but one way to curb the 
menacing spirit which is. everywhere ap- 
parent. We have got to thrash the boys 
to a standstill. 

“Certain facts concerning lawlessness 
among boys in the public schools are .in 
my possession. In one case a young col- 
ored boy became unruly in the class room 
of one of the schools in Harlem, and when 
he refused to maintain order, the teacher 
went to him and he attacked her so 
viciously that her clothing was torn and 
she had to flee from the room for her 
safety. " 

“It is safe to say that the average boy 
does not receive the proper amount of 
chastising at home that he should receive. 


Therefore the spirit of fréedom with which 
he enters the schoolroom is one that has 
sooner or later got to be curbed. There 
seems to be but the one so 

The remarks of Dr. O’Brien followed a 
reading of a ‘‘ Responsibility of the Child 
for Its Torts or Wrongs,’ by Theodore 
Sutro, the President of the ag nage Mr. 
Sutro outlined the law relating to the pun- 
ishment of children. 

The sympathetic attitude of the Children’s 
Court was condemned by W. H. J. Sie- 
berg, a public school teacher, who is also 
a member of the society. In part Mr. Sie- 
berg. discussing Mr. Sutro’s per, said: 

“The Children’s Court, which I have 
watched for some months, sets a bad ex- 
ample in dealing so leniently with first of- 
fenders. The boy of very tender years is 
at first afraid of a policeman. But when 
he has done beige is arrested, gets his 
first glimpse of a Police Court, and is fi- 
nally turned out with nothing more éhan 
the promise to do better having been exact- 
ed from him, the boy goes from bad to 
worse very quickly. He believes he is a 
real criminal and glories in it.”

Club. 
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Congratulatory Resolution /dopt- 
ed by Members at Dinner. 


Mr. Cutting Says ex-Magor’s Appointees 
“Clothed Dead Bones of Municipal 
Government with Flesh.” 


The City Club formally dedicated its 
new home, in West Forty-fourth Street, to 
the gause of good city government with an 
inaugural dinner last night, which was 
attended by 200’members and guests. In 
the absence of Wheeler H. Peckham, R. 
Fulton Cutting, President of the Citizens’ 
Union, “the militant branch of the City 
Club,” as it was later described, presided. 
At the guest table were Felix Adler, Henry 
E. Howland, ex-Tenement Commissioner 
R. W. De Forest, Louis Stern, John E. 
Parsons, Chancellor Henry M. MacCracken, 
George Haven Putnam, James R. Burnet, 
and A. H. Bond. District Attorney Jerome 
was expected to return from Chicago, and 
a place was reserved for him, but he did 
not appear. 

The celebration was so largely material 
that the speaking did not begin until 10 
o'clock. The speakers devoted themselves 
to congratulating the club upon the pos- 
session of such a home, and to spurring on, 
the members to greater efforts in the cause 
of municipal reform, even in the face of 
defeat and discouragement—" legitimate 
discotragement,”” Mr. Pytna called it. 
After the speechmaking Oswald G. Villard 
of the Board of Trustees, in behalf of the 
club, presented James W. Pryor, ex-Secre- 
tary of the club, with a large and hand- 
some silver cup in appreciation of his serv- 
ices. 

Mr. Cutting paid a high tribute to 'the 
Low administration. “What qualities,” 
he asked, “‘ differentiate it from all other 
administrations? Not honesty,” he. said, 
*‘ because we expect hogesty. Not the sup- 
pression of vice, because efforts in that 
direction are normal. It is remarkable be- 
cause of certain heads of departments, 
whose extra official energy has idealized 


their work. They have clothed the dead 
bones of municipal government with flesh 
and breathed a soul into its dead routine.”’ 

Prof. Felix Adler deplored the fact that 
certain distinguished Democrats at the re- 
cent dinner at Sherry’s in honor of Mayor 
McClellan called the city election a victory 
for the Democratic Party. ‘‘ There never 
was a more genuinely democratic effort to 
govern the city,’’ he said, *‘ than during the 
past two years. It is discouraging that 
the pivotal point upon which municipal 
reform depends, the distinction between 
municipal interests and National issues, 
should be obliterated in our presence by 
distinguished Democrats.”’ 

George Haven Putnam said: ‘“‘ We are 
not here to divide offices, but to make 
plans for the future. In the words of a 
famous orator, ‘the past is secure.’ Let 
us say like Paul Jones did once when he 
was called upon to surrender, ‘Why, we 
are.just beginning to fight.’ 

““We may congratulate ourselves that 
Tammany, has seen fit to give us &s a head 
of the administration a gentleman and a 
scholar, although I regret to say that two 
years ago he placed himself on record by 
saying that he was satisfied with the ad- 
ministration as it was then. 

** Although there has been some incoa- 
sistency in the appointments, we may con- 
gratulate the Mayor that he has associated 
with himself such a man as Gen. Greene’s 
successor, Mr. McAdoo. It is to be re- 

etted, though, that Mr. McAdoo has al- 
owed to be forced into his department one 
man whose record is bad. r. McAvoy, 
however, may have learned something since 
the Lexow investigation, so let us give him 
our best hopefulness.”’ 

Prof. Rowe of the University of Penn- 
sylvania said that New York was the only 
city in the country which exercised a 
really National influence, and that now 
it was the. best governed city in the United 
States.

Mayor to Submit to Managers of Houses 
of Amusement Recommendations of 
Heads of City Departments. 


“The manager or owner of each one of the 
fifty-nine theatres in’ the Borough of Man-. 
hattan will receive to-day from Mayor Mc- 
Clellan a list of the recommendations made 
by the Fire, Health, and Building Depart- 
ments for the protection of the respective 
places of amusement from fire disasters, 
Mayor McClellan sdid last night that the 
men making the analysis of the different 
reports had completed their work and that 
their recommendations were in his hands. 

‘They will go out at once to the different

It will not be 
the duty of the heads of the Fire, Health, 
and Building Departments to see that. their 
recommendations are followed out at once.

The Mayor would not say when he would 
give out any information concerning the 
changes to be made in the various theatres, 
if indeed he will give out at all the find-

tions until he finds that the managers will 
make good their promises. If in any case 
a manager negiects to follow the recom- 
mendations at once, it is believed the May- 
or will give out to the public the report of 
the er to show what is the matter 
with the house in question, and what 
changes should be made.

TRIED TO KILL CHILDREN 


. 


Crazed Mother Fought Police Who 
‘Prevented Tragedy. 


Was Holding Youngest of Four Children 
Out of Window When Seized — In 
Poverty and Husband Missing.

Crazed by cold, hunger, and the disap- 
pearance of her husband, Mrs. Annie Be- 
rant attempted to kill her four young chil- 
‘dren yesterday afternoon. She was caught 
in the act of throwing her two months’ old 
boy from the window of her apartments, on 
the first floor of 238 East One Hundred 
and Twenty-first Street. Policemen Heron 
and Connelly of the East One Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth Street Station struggled 
with the woman several minutes before 
they were able to subdue her, anth she was 
finally removed to the Harlem Hospital, a 
raving maniac. , 

The woman's husband, Julius Berant, a 
cloth cutter, on Friday last returned home 
bewailing Ahe loss of $200. He left the 
house about 6 o'clock and has not been 
seen of heard of since. At the time there 
was but little food in the house and no 
coal. Mrs. Berant, with her two-months- 
old boy, Samuel, in her arms, tramped the 
streets day and night in search of her hus- 
band. 

The tenants in the flat were startled yep 
terday by a series of wild screams coming 
fromthe Berant apartment. Several ran 
to’ the door, but found it locked. They 
could hear the woman threatening the chil- 
dren, who were scréaming in fear.’ 

Finally Policeman Connelly was notified, 
and as he reached the house he saw Mrs. 
Berant standing at the open window with 
the infant raised over her head as though 
she was about to throw it to, the street. 
He succeeded in attracting her attention, 
and while he talked to her Policeman 
Heron ran up stairs, broke into the apart- 
ments, and caught her as she had one foot 
on the window sill with the baby at arm’s 
length. 

_ Dragged away from the window, the wo- 
man fought desperately. In the meantime 
the. other children, who had nothing on ex- 


cept ragged calico dresses, had taken refuge 
under a bed. They were taken to the police 
station, while the mother was taken to the 


* hospital. 


ACCUSES EMPLOYER OF ARSON. 


Fuhrman Says He Set a Centre Street 
Building on Fire by Order of 
Greenway. 


John G. Greenway, a nickel plater, of 48 
Centre Street, was arrested yesterday in 
the corridor of the Criminal Court Building, 
just outside of the Grand Jury room, hav- 
ing gone there at the invitation of Acting 
Fire Marshal De Malignon, who charged 
him with arson, At the time of Greenway’s 
arrest Louis Fuhrman, eighteen years old, 
who resides at 1,150 Lafayette Avenue, was 
making a confession to Assistant District 
Attorney Garvan, in which the boy alleged 
that while in Greenway’s employ Greenway 
had requested him to set fire to the estab- 
lishment for the purpose of getting the in- 
surance money. & 

The Fire Marshal said an incendiary fire 
had oceurred at Greenway’s Centre Street 
establishment on Dec. 24. A second followed 
on Dec. 26, and a third on Jan. 2. No dam- 
age was done by the first fire; the Mar- 
shal said, but fhe second fire had caused 
a dafhage amounting to $500. The third 


fire was discovered and controlled before 
any damage had been done. 
sccording to Fuhrman’s story he had 
started the fire on Dec. 26 with oil-soaked 
rags. He said that Greenway complained 
of poor business, and promised him a por- 
tion of the insurance money to do the job. 
Greenway denied the boy’s statement, bu 
was locked up. 


DRAGGED BY AN ELEVATOR. 


Attendant Is Carried, Head Downward, 
Up Shaft, but Escapes with a 
, Few Bruises. 


Robert Denning, eighteen years old, living 
at 219 West Fifteenth Street, and employed 
to ryn a freight elevator at the five-story 
business building 459 Broadway, had a 
close escape from death yesterday after- 
noon. The elevator shaft is so placed that 
freight is put on the elevator on one side 
of the shaft and is delivered to all floors 
above the first on the opposite side. 

Denning started the machine upward 
about 4 o'clock, There is a gate operated 
by weights and pulleys which closes down 
across the opening to the shaft on the 
ground flcor. Denning leaned out of the 
car to pull this gate down, lost his balance 
and fell head downward. At the moment 
he fell the elevator had almost reached the 
top of the opening to the shaft on “the 
ground floor. As the car went up one of 
the boy’s feet was caught between the 
floor of the elevator and the wall of the 
shaft, and hanging head downward tho 
youth was dragged, screaming, to the 
fourth floor. Then, for some unexplained 
cause, the elevator stopped. 

Denning’s cries reached some of the occu- 
pants of the building, and Policeman Soule 
of the Macdouga!l Street Station was called. 
He sent for an ambulance from St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital, but when Dr. Klemar got 


to the building he could do nothing, as the 
boy was hanging out of reach. Soule then 
telephoned to Fire Headquarters, and Hook 
and Ladder No. 20 was told to go to the 


rescue.

DISCRIMINATION BY RAILROADS. 


Board of Trade Takes Up the Amend- 
ment to‘Inter-State Commerce Law. 


Amendments to the Inter-State Commerce 
act were discussed yesterday at a meeting 
of the Board of Trade and Transportation's 
Committee on Rai!way Transportation. The 
Quarles-Cooper bill, now before Congress, 
was considered, and Secretary Frank S8. 
Gardner was directed to prepare a report 
incorporating the views upon which the 
members seemed to agree, and have it 
ready for the next meeting to be held 
Jan, 27. 

Discrimination by railroads against do- 


mesfic shippers by giving unduly low rates 
on through bills of lading on imports was 
also considered. It was said that in chem- 
icals, textiles, and many other lines there 
is unfairness in the relative freight rates. 
in instance, it was said, the freight rate 
from New York to an interior city is three 
or four times the rate upon similar goods 
shipped from Europe to the same city. 

It was agreed that.as a result the do- 
mestic manufacturers, to some extent, are 
losing the protection which the tariff laws 
are supposed to give. It was decided te 
collect further information and then ask 
Congress for relief. 


CARPET PRICES ADVANCED. 


Higher Figures on All Lines Due to High 
Wool and Cotton. 


‘As was predicted in-the -carpet trade 
when the Spring season’s opening prices 
were announced, there has been an advance. 
New schedules have been announced in the 
last few daysv The Hartford ‘Carpet Cor- 
poration advanced several lines of tapes- 
triés an@ SuRah Welvets 2% cents a yard. 
S. Sanford & Sons have made a similar 
advance, Advances by the Alexander Smith 
& Sons Carpet Company range from 2% to 
3% cents. on tapestries; on other lines of 
velvets and axminsters from 4 to 10 cents. 
The Somerset Mills granite carpets have 
gone up 2 cents a yard.

WALL STREET TOPICS. 


Source of Strength.—Yesterday morn- 
ing’s news in regard to the Far Eastern 
situation suggested the possibility of a 
peaceful outcome of the negotiations be- 
tween Russia and Japan, and the market 
here opened under the influence of this 
change for the better. The early trading 
was carried on with considerable show of 
strength, which seemed to disregard entire- 
ly the fact that London, which is generally 
laoked to as a barometer of the status 
of affairs in the Far East, was a seller of 
stocks and not a buyer. In this fact seems 
to lie a strong suggestion of the truth 
of the assertion that tle present fluctua- 
tions in this market really have very lit- 
tle conection with the question whether 


or not Russia and Japan are going to 
fight. But this is at the moment one of 
the principal topics of comment, and it has 
pecome something of a habit to look — 
this as the principal factor in the market. 
The fact seems to be that the strength of 
the market during the first hour yesterday 
was largely if not entirely due to profes- 
sional operations prompted by the mere ac- 
cidente of the technical position rather 
than by broad consideration of interna- 
tional questions with possible bearing upon 


security values. °° 


Pennsylvania-Wabash.—On Saturday 
Wall Street or some part of it had been 
told that over Sunday there would be an 
announcement of a settlement of the diffi- 
culties existing between the Pennsylvania 
and the Gould interests, and there was 
some buying of the stocks most likely to 
be affected by such an announcement for 
the purpose of securing the profit likely 
to follow such long-expected and such 
long-delayed news. The announcement did 
not come, but yesterday it was still being 
said that it would come shortly, and mean- 
while Pennsylvania and Wabash were be- 
ing energetically advanced. This, doubt- 
less, was more important to last week's 
buyers of these stocks than the settlement 
announcement itself would have been, but 
unfortunately, the strength which these 
issues showed during the morning disap- 
peared to a large extent during the last 
hour of trading. The reaction with which 


day closed carried these stocks down 
with the rest of the list, and, although 
their gains were not entirely wiped out, 
they were reduced to fractions. Bankers 
closely associated with the Pennsylvania 
interests gave less credence to the settle- 
ment stories than was bestowed upon them 
by some of the traders. The head of an 
important house most likely to have early 
information of any such move repeated 
again yesterday that doubtless a peaceful 
settlement would be the outcome some day, 
but that up to the present time he had 
no information suggesting that any recent 
change in the relations between Pennsyl- 
vania and the Gould interests had occurred,

Recent Liquidation.—No stock in the 
list affords a better example of the extent 
of the liquidation of the past few months 
than does United States Steel. Yesterday 
a number of brokers were commenting 
upon the very small amount of Steel stocks 
which are being carried by commission 
houses at present. One house which in the 
past usually carried about 15,000 shares of 
Steel yesterday had on its books only a 
few hundred shares. Another house which 


during the times when Steel was a general 
incase had carried as much as 25,000 
shares is now carrying only enough stock 
to represent an average of a share or two 
for each of its customers. Still another 
commission house which had ¢arried large 
amounts of United States Steel is at pres- 
ent not only carrying none, but is borrow- 
ing stock against short sales by its custom- 


ers. °,¢ 

Uninteresting Fluctuations.—Southern 
Pacific and Union Pacific, which, after 
Pennsylvania, were the two most active 
railroad stocks in the list, each changed an 
eighth of a point net on the day’s transac- 
tions, the former losing that fraction, while 
the latter gained it. At the high point of 
the day, Southern Pacific had advanced a 
full point, and Union almost as much, but 
what the stocks gained in the morning they 
lost in the afternoon. These issues afford 
a fair specimen Of the uselessness of much 
of the recent trading. Stocks are marked 
up and marked down, and at the end of the 


day the net results, for the most part, are 
insignificant compared with the volume of 
the transactions. The fact seems to be that 
there is really very little actual buying and 
very littlee actual selling at present. The 
same blocks of stock are passed back and 
forth frequently many times during the 
same day, with the-result that one trader 
is an eighth richer and another an eighth 
poorer, but in the final count the actual 
change in the situation amounts to almost 
nothing. It is this feature of the trading 
which makes the market at present so un- 
interesting and apparently so unattractive 
to the outsider. i 

Foreign Exchange was strong yester- 
day, and the close was firm at the best 
price of the day, 4.85% for demand, There 
was a good demand for cable remittances, 
largely for the purpose of meeting require- 
ments in connection with the London fort- 
nightly settlement, and also in final prep-

“The Umbria was two days late in arriv- 
ing here, because of the succession of head 
winds. and heavy seas which she encoun-

@n Jan. 3. When the vessel was two days 
@ut.the gale, which had been moderate, 
broke im all its fury. Then it was that the 
great roller boarded the vessel and did the 
gamage. None of the passengers were hurt. 
The following evening another sea broke 
@yver the vessel, and although it did little 
@etual damage, it sent great quantities of 
Water through the hole made the day be- 
fore. 

im the bad weather four of the seamen 
were injured, and had to be eared for in 
the ship’s hospital. One was said yeger- 
day. to be suffering from a brokeh hip and 
another from four broken ribs. 

Capt. Reessing®of thé Patricia, when told 
yesterday of the rough experiences of sev- 
€@ral of the big ships of late said: “‘I can 
well believe all say, for I have not 
known ‘such weather for many years. The 
Winter of 1882 was very, similar to this, 
but none since then has been nearly so 
bad. One big wave which hit us in the 
early part of the trip was as néarly like a 
tidal wave as any I have ever seen. It 
Staggered the vessel, but did no damage.” 
; On board the Umbria was Milton’ Prior 
of The London Illustrated News, who is 
en route to Japan.

GLOBE WALKER IN NEW YORK. 


_, Or. Radvanen. Touring 3 World Afoot on 
a Wager, Is Nearly in the Third 
Year of His Progress. 


Dr. Oskar Radvanen, a young Austrian, 
drrivef here yesterday on the steamship 
Iimbria to walk across the continents of 
North and South America, and to visit 
every country on the tw continents, all of 
which has to be done to win a wager made 
three years ago that he would walk around 
the world in eight years. 

The globe walker is now twenty-one years 
old: Three years ago he was a student at 
thé University of Bucharest and a member 
of the Royal Jockey Club at that city. 
One night with several others he was sit- 
ting in the clubhouse, when the talk turned 
to .globe trotting. Young Radvanen re- 
marked that to walk around the world 
would be interesting as well as instructive, 
and said that he thought he could circle 
the globe in at least eight years. 

The club took the matter up, and in a 
short time, Radvanen says, offered to wa- 
ger £40,000 that the doctor could not do the 
tour and visit every one of the countries 
im the given time. He accepted the wager, 
and made his start from the clubhouse on 
Jan. 16, 1900, agreeing to walk wherever 
walking was possible, and‘to sail only 
across bodies of water that “were not, 
bridged. 

Dr. Radvanen first turned ‘his face to- 
ward the East, and during the first two 
years visited all the countries of,Asia. He 
had many interesting and some perilous 
experiences, but came out of his walk in 
good health. He visited the Emperor of 
China, by whom, he says, he was deco- 
rated, and later penetrated far into Tibet. 
There he lost his compass, and for several 
months despaired of ever getting out of the 
country. 

After all of the countries of Asia had 
Been visited, Dr. Radvanen made a tour of 

He was received, he says, by all

x .the monarchs of Europe, and was deco- 
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fated by several of them. In Macedonia he 
was held captive by the bandits several 
ays until they learned what his object 
fas when he was at once liberated. 

“To-morrow Dr. Radvanen will go to visit 
President Roosevelt. He will go by rail to 
Washington, but will return again to this 
city to begin his walk across the country 
to San Francisce. He will stop at several 
of the large American cities on the way. 

After landing from the steamship yester- 
@ay Dr. Radvanen procee ded immediately 
to’ Police Headquarters, ‘where “he ‘/pre- 
pented his credentials to Commissioner Mc- 
Adoo and had the Commissioner sign a 
Statement that the traveler had reached 
New York. 


ICE- HAMPERED CRAFT CRASH. 


The Ferryboats Englis and Dakota Meet 
in the East River, and Passen- 
gers Are Frightened. 


Driven along by the strong current and 
the great amount of icé in the East River 
yesterday afternoon, the ferryboats John 
Englis of the Forty-second Street /Ferry

STOCK WIRE FIRE’S EFFECT. 


Some Brokers Heavy Losers Through 
Saturday’s Blaze in the Exchange. 


The damage done by Saturday's early 
morning fire in the. terminal room of the 
Western Union @ompany in the basement of 
the Stock Exchange Building was largely 
repaired yesterday, when the day’s business 
began in the financial district, but some 
inconvenienee was felt, and will continue, 
probably, for some little time to come until 
the temporary connections of the various 
wires that the fire put out of business can 
be replaced with permanent wiring. 

The CHicago ticker did not start until 
after its fellows, and a number of private 
wires to. brokers’ offices, in spite of the 
two days’ and nights’ work of the repair 
force, brought the returns of the transac- 
ticns but\ lamely upon the tape. It had 
been a strenuous Sunday for the electri- 
cians, for every separate connection of Ahe 
2,000 or more wires that were fused by 
the smudge had to be overhauled, and con- 
nections spliced on which would answer 
the purpose until the permanent connec- 
tions could be installed. 

The loSses of the fire were far more than 
was represented by the damage to wiring 
and building done by the blaze.. An exam- 
ple,of these indirect losses was to be found 


in the experience of a certain cotton ¢om- 
mission house that tried to keep track of 
cotton over the telephone when the tickers 
were stopped on Saturday, and was 7 
points off on a deal of 100 bales, losing 
something like S835 a bale. A grain 
house reported yesterday that it had lost 
a chance to make a differential of over 
$7,000 in a trade on the Hamburg market 
because it was impossible to get its cables 
through en timex 

The arbitrage hous of both the stock 
and commodity exchanges, for the success- 
ful transaction of whose business an instant 
mode of cOmmunication between .this city 
and points «en the other side, is an essen- 
tiad, lost heavily in some instances through 
being prevented from taking advantage of 
the monetary differences in the European 
and’ New York markets. 


WIDOW ‘TRANSFERRED WEALTH. 


Heirs of Mrs. Blanchard Say That Brok- 
ers’ Clerk Obtained Control of 
Fortune by Fraud. 


Justice O'Gorman, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday began taking testimony in a suit 
brought by Charles D. Ingersoll and others, 
as executors of the will of George R. 
Blanchard, against James W. Cunningham, 
Robert A. Weld, and others, to have set 
aside a deed of transfer made by the widow 
of Mr. Blanchard to Weld. 

George R. Blanchard died at his home, 
1 Washington Square, North, about four 
years ago, leaving a fortune estimated at 
between $250,000 and $300,000. By the terms 
of a will he bequeathed all of his property 
to his wife, Delia A 

Soon after the death of her husband Mrs, 
Blanchard transferred ‘all of the property 
left to her by her husband to Robert A. 
Weld, a clerk employed by the brokerage 
firm of Ellingwood & Cunningham. - It is 
alleged in the complaint that Mrs. Blan- 
chard transferred the property upon rep- 
resentations made to her that she was 
likely to lose it through a contest to be in- 
stituted by the relatives of her husband, 
on the ground that the will was obtained 
by undue influence and that the testator 
was of unsound mind. 

By the terms of the transfer to Weld; 
Mrs. Blanchard was to receive $10,000 at, 
the time of the transfer, and Weld was to 
pay her $20,000 a year during the remain- 
der of her life. 

Mrs. Blanchard lived only a short time 
after her husband’s death, and it is con- 
tended that worry over the loss of her 
husband and the threatened’ contest over 
his will caused her death.

EDWARD EVERETT’ 


MARRIAGE LEGAL 


Appellate Division Unanimously Up- 
holds Lower Court Decision. 


Annulment of Union with Unrecognized 
Wife Declared to Have Been Ob- 
tained by Fraudulent 
Representation. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court has ruled that Edward Everett, a 
grandson of the orator and statesman and 
a well-known society and club man of Bos- 
ton, is still the husband of Georgia L. 
Everett, née Hinman, upholding the de- 
cision of Justice Dickey of Brooklyn that 
the, annulment of the marriage was ob- 
tained by Mr. ‘Kverett through false and 
traudulent representation. - 

The case has been in the cpurts in this 
State ‘and in Massachusetts for sixteen 
years. If the Appellate Division gives its 
consent it may go to the Court of Appeals, 
but inasmuch as there was a unanimous 
decision of the full bench it seems likely 
that such permission will not.be given and 
that the long legal battle which grew out 
of a most peculiar state of marital affairs 
is at an end. 

Mr. ayd Mrs. Everett, who were married 
by Civfi Court Justice Courtney in 1884, 
lived together clandestinely for threevears, 
during which time the husband did not 
publicly recognize his wife as such, saying 
that his mother, a devout church woman, 
would not approve of the marriage by a 
court officer. It was brought out at the 
trial that in those three years Everett 
posed as a bachelor, continuing to live in 
his bachelor quarters on Beacon Hill, Bos- 
ton, and to move in exclusive social circles 
in that city. 

In 1887 he went to his wife and repre- 
sented to her that inasmuch as his family 
would not recognize a marriage by a Civil 
‘Court Justice he would like to have that 
marriage set aside and a minister of the 
gospel perform another. He told her that 
this annulment would be. merely a jnatter 
of form, that she need not have anything 
to do with the proceedings, and that she 
should not pay any attention to the papers. 

In this action Everett alleged that she 
was not legally married to him, as at the 
time of the ceremony she was alreudy the 
wife of William G. Morrison, having been 
married to nim in 1879. This allegation be- 
ing unknown to her, she allowed a decree 
lo be entered against her for the purpose, 
as she believed, of making a remarriage by 
a minister possible. This decree was en- 
tered in the Kings County Court April 9, 
1888, After that, and for a matter of two 
or three years, they continued to live to- 
gether at different times, as was shown by 
evidence introduced at the trial. 

On April 1, 1897, Mrs. Everett, through 
her lawyer, William’ H. Van Steenbergh of 
10 Wail Street, commenced an action to 
set aside the decree, on the ground that 
it was obtained by Mr. Everett through 
false and® fraydulent representation. The 
action was fica and the complaint dis- 
missed, but when it Game to-the Appe@ate 


_Division that court reversed the judgment 


and ordered a new trial. 

The second trial was had before Justice 
Dickey, in the Supreme Court of the Sec- 
ond Department, in January of last year, 
and on Feb. 22 Justice ‘Dickey ‘rendered 


a judgment deciding. in the plaintiff's 
favor all the facts alleged in the complaint. 
The appeal before the Appellate Division 
Was argued by Mr. Van Steenbergh last 
month, and resulted in an affirmation of 
the decision of Justice+ Dickey. 

Edward Everett, who is.about fifty years 
old, is a Harvard graduate and a lawyer, 
with offices in Boston. It was in his pro- 
fessional capacity that he met Miss Hin- 
man, whose home originally was in Boston. 
When a young girl she took part in an 
escapade in which she by a marriage cere- 
mony performed in jest, as she alleged, 
became the wife of William G. Morrison. 
The day after the wedding, which took 
place in a little town in Rhode Island, she 
returned to her home in Boston, 

Morrison claimed the marriage was legal 
and wanted her to live with him, and she 
consulted Mr. Everett. One day Mr. Ever- 
ett called at her house and found her pack- 
ing her trunk preparatory to coming to 
New York. It was very stormy weather, 
and Mr, Everett said that, as she was going 
by boat, it was.a shame for her to go alone. 
He was coming to New York on some legal 
business, anyway, he said, and would ac- 
ccmpany her. 

On the boat they met Morrison who was 
there either by accident or design. He 
claimed the woman as his wife, but she 
said she wes not, and then and there pro 
ised to become Everett's bride. As soo 
as they landed in New York they took a 
curriage, drove to Magistrate Courtney’s 
court, and were married, 

According to the story ‘of the life of Mrs. 
Everett as the unrecognized wife, which 
was told in court, she occupied a small 
house in the same street where Everett 
lived, receiving only occasional visits from 
her hy isband, who lived most of the tinte 
in his bachelor apartments in the Boston 
suburby Later she moved to Brooklyn. 
The relatives and Boston friends of Ever- 
ett, it was said, knew nothing of his mar- 
riage to Miss Hinman until the reports of 
the trial appeared in the new ‘spapers. 


MAY REOPEN. DODGE DIVORCE. 


Letters Said to be from Husband Indi- 
cate That He Knew of Proceed- 
ings Begun by His Wife. 


Additional complications have been thrown 
into the already involved marital affairs 
of the woman who until last week was 
the wife of Charles W. Morse, the banker, 
by the discovery of three letfers, said to 
be from Charles F. Dodge, who was de- 
Clared by the courts to be her husband. 
In these letters, if they are genuine, Mr.

QUESTION ELDER DIVORCE 


First Step in Couple’s Fight for 
Custody of Their Son. 


Validity of Decree Obtained by Wife in | 
South Dakota to be Passed On 
by Justice Dickey. 


The promised discussion of a ‘mother’s 


‘right to adopt the method of ‘Christian 


Scientists in curing the illness of her own 
children, which’ was to have arisen in the 
sult of Helery Therese Elder against George 
Ww Elder, a member of the wealthy family 
of sugar refiners, for the possession of 
their only son, George W. Elder, Jr., be- 
fore Justice Dickey in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon, did not 
take place: Instead, evidence was taken 
and a long debate followed devoted entirely 
to the validity of a Dakota divorce obtained 
a year ago by Mrs, Elder, 

In the beginning it was announced that 
Abraham Hummel, who represents Mrs. 
Elder, and Joseph A. Burr, representing 
Mr. Hider, had agreed to submit the mat- 
ter of the validity of the Dakota divorce to 
Justice Dickey before any other steps were 
taken in the matter. In addition to- this, 
Mr. Burr contended that the agreement en- 
tered into just before the divorce was ob- 
tained, by the terms of which Mrs. Elder 
was given custody of the child, was against 
public policy. The agreement was intro- 
duced in evidence, and showed that in ad- 
dition to the custody of her child, Mr. Elder 
agreed to give his wife $5,000 a year ali- 
mony and $2,500 a year for the support of 
theix son. » 

The entire session was taken up with 
the examination of Mrs. E¥er and Mr. 
Burr. Mrs. Elder was thé first witness. 
In answer to Mr. Hummel she said that 


she went to Sioux Falls, South Dakota, in 
June, 1902, 

: - Did you leave your husband voluntari- 
y? 

This question -was objected to by Mr. 
Barr, and the’ objection was overruled by 
Justice Dickey. 

“IT had been-asked to leave a number of 
times by Mr. Elder, and he again asked me 
to leave just before I went to Sioux Falls.’ 

On cross3examination the -wWitness testi- 
fied that she»was married to Mr. Elder in 
1881 in New York, and that they had lived 
“a since then. Mr. Burr contin- 

ue 

‘Had anything been said about your go- 
ing to Dakota to get a divorce?”’ 

‘The idea of bringing a suit in some 
Western State had been broached by him, 
and I decided, when I left the house at his 
request, to go as far as I could” 

Mrs. Elder then testified that She had 
consulted a Mr. Cherry, and afterward re- 
tained him to act as her attorney about a 
'month after her arrival at Sioux Falls. 

Mr. Burr testified to a conversation with 
U. 8. G. Cherry, Mrs, Elder’s Dakota law- 
yer, and introduced several letters from 
Cherry to him. In one of the letters Cher- 
ry wrote: 

In case of agreement Mrs. Elder will be will- 
ing to base her action on grounds as mild as our 
statutes will permit, 

The whole disagreement, accordin 
ters, was based on the custddy of t 
the first agreement proposed by Mr, 
terney, if Mrs. Elder remarried, Mr. Elder was 
to regain possession of the child. This propo- 
sition was distasteful to Mrs. Elder, and another 
agreement was proposed, , 

In another letter Mr. Cherry wrote: 

The almost daily demands of Mr. Elder that 
my cHent leave him and get a divorce made 
their unhap relations more intense. This de- 
mand was eqhently made, and often in the 
presence of guests. He has frequently made 
declar&tion that he would remarry. She has sug- 
gested a Tegal separation and her residence in 
New York, and he has refused, demanding adn 
absolute divorce. 

Justice Dickey reserved decision. What- 
ever his disposition of the matter before 
him yesterday will be, the contest over the 

ossession of the son will again be brought 

efore the court.

MANY PNEUMONIA vIGTIMS 


Deaths from the Disease Last 
Week Numbered 364. 


Health Commissioner Darlington De- 


scribes the’Condition as Alarming— 
Influenza and Measles to 


be Feared. 
a 


For the week ending Jan. 9 thare were 
364 deaths in Greater New York from pneu- 
monia, 143 more than from the same cause 
for the corresponding week last year. Al- 
together there were 1,635 deaths recorded 
last week, as against 1,320 for the corre- 
sponding week in 1903, and of all the dis- 
eases which were responsible for the large 
total last week, pneumonia had by far the 
largest number of victims. 

Dr, Darlington, the new Commissioner of 
Health, described the condition as alarm- 
ing. : 

‘“*In my opinion,” he said, ‘‘ this habit of 
expectorating in public places has much to 
do with bringing on the disease. Last 
week's increase of deaths from that cause 
is positively alarming, and I have taken 
measures to try and keep the disease from 
spreading. I shall also bring the matter 
up before the Advisory Board at the meet- 
ing to-morrow afternoon. I have thirty- 
seven nurses in the poorer sections of the 
city who are under special instructions to 
do what they can to prevent the spread of 
the disenke.”’ 

Dr. William H. Guilfoy, Registrar of 
Records in the Department of Health, said 
that of the 364 deaths from pneumonia last 
week, 239 were due to lobar pneumonia, 
which affects adults, and 125 to broncho, 
pneumonia, which attacks childrefi and per- 
sons of advanced age. 

“Pneumonia,” he said, “is caused prin- 
cipally by two other diseases. One is in- 
fluenza, which leaves the lungs in a weak- 
ened condition and a ready prey to pneu- 
monia. The other is measles, which is gen- 
erally considered trivial by mothers, who 
do not take the proper precautions to pre- 
veht the children from catching cold.”
